Homemade Device Takes 

Underwater Pictures 

A pictures can be made for a few 
cents out of materials found in al- 


most any workshop. The materials, as 
shown in the illustration, are: 


1. A discarded football bladder. 

2. A piece of circular glass four inches 
in diameter. 

3. A Mason jar ring. 

4. One strip of brass 12144” long and 
1%" wide. 

5. One strip of brass 2” long and 14” 
wide. 


6. One brass bolt 3” long, and wing 
nut. 


DEVICE for taking underwater 


7. Four washers. 


Make a hole 3” in diameter in front of 
football bladder. Curve long brass strip 
around circular glass and bend back 
about 12” on each end and drill a hole in 
each bent part for the bolt. Curve the 
short strip of brass to fit the glass. To 
assemble, place camera inside football 
bladder; stretch jar ring around the glass; 
put glass inside bladder over the camera 
lens, and let about 12” of rubber overlap 
on outside of glass. Place the brass strip 
around the glass and insert the bolt in 
the holes at the ends of the brass strip. 
Slip the 2” strip in the gap between the 
ends of the strip around the glass and 
tighten the wing nut until the bladder is 
air tight. You will find that it is now 
possible to operate the camera under 
water with perfect safety to your camera. 
You can make lens settings, shutter set- 
tings, and operate the shutter through the 
thin rubber. I have had very good re- 


sults with both black and white and color 
film using my outfit under water.—Pfc. 
Thomas F. Butler, Kingman, Arizona.

But a good adage in photography is to start accumulating dark- 
room equipment modestly. Find out what your needs actually are 
and work up to only that amount of equipment gradually; any 
more will be superfluous and consequently expensive. If you 
want to print your own vacation pictures in album size you won’t 
need a darkroom full of enlarging equipment; on the other hand, 
quality 14x17-inch salon prints usually require more than make- 
shift darkroom arrangements.

YOUR DARKROOM... 


equipment needs in the light of work you will do.—By Forest R. Mason 


The minimum materials necessary for simple film developing 
and contact printing are as follows (this includes chemicals 
and paper to develop and print at least three rolls of film): 

1 safelamp, 3 5x7 hard rubber trays,.1 piece of plate glass, 
2 film clips, 3 M.Q. (developer) tubes, 1 quart-size acid hypo, 
1 package of contact printing paper the same size as your 
negatives, 1 tray thermometer, 1 photographic manufacturer’s 
instruction booklet. 

The total cost for these materials should not be more than 
about $5. Once the initial outlay for equipment is made the 
chemicals and paper are very inexpensive. Twenty-four sheets 
of paper and more than enough developer and hypo to process 
it would total about 42 cents making the cost for a homemade 
contact print only two cents apiece. And this is for an entire 
evening’s entertainment! : 

A contact printing frame with adjustable border masks 
can replace the glass plate for approximately $2 and this 
will? make contact printing an ease and a joy. A frame of 
this type is a recommended piece of darkroom equipment re- 
gardless of how “deeply” you go into photography; even pro- 
fessionals occasionally want to make only one contact print 
from a particular negative and a printing frame is ideally 
suited to the job. 


If you decide that additional equipment would be in order, 
the next items you will want to add are these: 

1 bottle of Acetic Acid (to be used in the short stop bath 
between the developer and the hypo) 

1 small-size ferrotype tin (to impart a glossy surface to 
the prints) 

1 4-inch print roller (to squeegee the prints to the ferro- 
type tin) 

1 16 ounce graduate (in which to mix the solutions) 

The total cost for these combined lists should be about $10. 
If you are just going into photography, take an equipment 
“breather” here and if you still have some change burning a 
hole in your photographic pocket, better invest it in additional 
paper, developer, and hypo supplies. Practice with what equip- 
ment you now have and become proficient in its use before 
“expanding” into the field of enlargements. 

Minimum Enlarging Equipment 

Prints made by projection offer the greatest amount of en- 
joyment in darkroom work as the photographer’s artistic 
ability can now have a chance to express itself. Did your 
camera somehow include a bit too much foreground in that 
otherwise beautiful landscape shot? When you make enlarge- 
ments, you can cut down the foreground by framing the 
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If your safelight takes interchangeable filters, provide it 
with a diffusing or opal glass for darkroom negative viewing. 


picture to suit yourself. Darken the sky in the darkroom if 
you forgét to put a filter on your camera! These, and many 
other controls are possible when making enlargements. 

What is the equipment needed to perform this magic? In 
addition to the contact requirements, here it is: 

1 enlarger, 3 trays, preferably 8x10 inches or larger, 3 pack- 
ages of medium contrast enlarging paper, 1 package of contrast 
enlarging paper, 1 package of soft enlarging paper, several 
blotters, 1 safelight for enlarging paper, 1 enlarging easel. 
Total equipment cost will be in the neighborhood of $50. 

Of course the most important piece of equipment is the 
enlarger. Although with a little inventiveness, a suitable en- 
larger can be made of old camera parts and improvisation, a 
variety of moderately-priced enlargers is now available on 
the market. Your photographic dealer will be glad to assist 
you in the selection of the-enlarger best suited for your en- 
larging needs, and there are sufficient enlargers available so 
that you will have a fairly wide choice. The following list 
will give you some idea of what to expect in the way of en- 
larger prices (prices subject to change): 

$20.79—Precise 214x3% enlarger with f 6.3 lens. 

$35.00—Elwood B.M. 214x212 condenser enlarger with lens. 

$36.79—Federal #219 214x3%4 enlarger with f 6.3 lens. 
$59.50—Sunray Arnold 2%4x3%4 enlarger with lens. 

A moderately priced enlarging easel to hold the enlarging 
paper flat is almost a must if you are going to make quality 
prints. A sheet of enlarging paper simply laid on the en- 
larger’s base board will not lay flat and the resulting print 
will be sharp in the center and fuzzy at the edges. Or, per- 
haps the paper will be accidentally moved during the print 
exposure which will cause a double or blurred image, but in 
any event a worthless result. If you don’t plan to make 
enlargements over 8x10 inches in size, a good paper holder 
can be obtained for $1.81 or less. This price range represents 
the new line of Speed “Ezels” which are available in six 
different sizes. If you do not care to have prints with borders, 
the new Brooks 11x14-inch easel is only $3.89. 

Another new easel is the 4-way Reversible Photo Division 
Easel for $7.25. This easel holds 8x10 inch enlarging paper 
on one side; turn it over and it accommodates either 5x7, 4x5, 
or 2%x3'%4 inch sizes.

An enlarger in this range would cost from $50 to $80 with 
an additional $15 to $25 for the lens. When considering en- 
largers, keep in mind the respective features of both the 
diffusion and the condenser types. Enlargers using a ground 
or sand-blasted piece of glass to diffuse the light source are 
usually less expensive than the double-condenser type and 
the effect of negative grain is not so apt to show in the 
finished prints. However, a negative which prints normally 
on a number two (medium contrast) paper on a condenser 
enlarger will probably require a number three (contrast) 
paper if printed with a diffused light source. Practically, this 
means that if you select a diffuser enlarger, it may be a good 
individual technique to develop your negatives slightly longer 
than would otherwise be the case. There is really not an 
appreciable sharpness difference between the two enlarger 
types but an effect of increased sharpness accompanies in- 
creased print contrast. It should be noted that in spite of 
the added expense, condenser enlargers such as the Eastman 
Precision, the Solar, and the Omega are becoming increasingly 
popular for exact work. 

What lens should you choose for your enlarger? Here is 
where you can save money by purchasing wisely. Lens costs 
are largely determined by three factors (1) the “speed” or 
maximum aperture, (2) the focal length, and (3) lens quality 
or the degree of “distortion corrections” that are included in 
the lens formula. 

The focal length of your enlarger lens should be adequate 
to “cover” the largest negative used. This will assure that 
the corners of the projected image will be as sharp and re- 
ceive as much illumination as the center of the picture. A 
good rule to follow is to select a focal length approximately 
equal to the diagonal of the negative. If, for example, you 
planned to enlarge 24%x2% square negatives (or smaller) a 
lens of about 3 inches focal length should be used. The follow- 
ing table will serve as a general guide.

The lens quality should be the best you can afford. It 
should be sharp and relatively free from distortion. Most 
enlarger lenses are not coated because they do not possess 
the same degree of complexity as do the picture-taking lenses 
on cameras. ; 

The speed of the lens is one place where you can save 
money. Remember that the enlarger lens is not required to 
be the ultra-fast variety as there is no fast action to stop or 
dull-day exposures to be considered. An f 63 lens should 
be satisfactory for practically all enlarging purposes and it 
won’t cost you nearly as much as an f 4.5 or faster lens. If 
you need more light to print an exceptionally dense negative 
at a relatively great degree of enlargement, it’s much easier 
on the pocketbook to spend a few cents more, for a slightly 
stronger enlarger lamp (for example, a G.E.#212 in place of 
a G.E.#211) than it would be to spend a few dollars more for 
a lens of a wider maximum aperture. 

Other equipment needed to “round out” the well-stocked 
amateur darkroom would include a large safelight, darkroom 
timer, graduates, ferrotype tins or print dryer, film developing 
tank, three large size print trays and a print washer. The 
total equipment cost would be approximately $75 to $150. 


The Complete Gadget and Coler Darkroom 


Naturally, color photography is more exacting than black- 
and-white. And, accordingly, the best color printing is done 
with good equipment. Aside from the necessary require- 
ments of color, the completely equipped darkroom will prob- 
ably contain many items which are actually unnecessary but 
which add to the convenience and ease with which the work 
can be done. For example, an Ansco Color Printon can be 
made with practically any enlarger and processed in only 
three trays. But the work is made much easier if to this 
minimum equipment is added a photometer (about $11) to 
predetermine exposures accurately, a thermostatic water mixer 
($8), an electronic timer ($20) to control the enlarger ex- 
posures, an interval timer ($3.50 to $6) to time developments, 
several film developing tanks (from $2 to $5.10 each), and, 
if necessary, some sort of voltage stabilizer ($10 to $50).

Choice of paper and its development, 
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an enlargement requires a knowl- 

edge of photographic enlarging 
papers. Different kinds of papers are made 
for various purposes. For portraiture you 
may prefer a warm-toned paper with 
matte surface, while for other purposes 
colder-toned glossy papers are used. 

The subjeet matter is also a decisive 
factor. While a paper with a very rough 
surface may lend itself well for a low-key 
character study, it hardly could be used 
for a baby picture. However, there are 
no rules, and every photographer should 
follow his individual taste when choosing 
the paper for his negative. 

There are three kinds of photographic 
enlarging papers in general use: 

1. Bromides. 
2. Fast chlorobromides. 
3. Slow chlorobromides.

1. Bromme papers (Brovira, Dasson- 
ville, and others) are fast papers pro- 
ducing cold black tones. They are avail- 


‘able in different grades of contrast and 


with a variety of surfaces. 

2. FAST CHLOROBROMIDES (Kodabromide, 
Velour Black, Cykora, Halobrome, and 
others) are the most extensively used 
enlarging papers. They are fast enough 
for short exposures with the average 
negative, and are available in different 
grades of contrast and with a great 
variety of surfaces. They can take han- 
dling without damage. Fast chlorobro- 
mides are perhaps the most popular en- 
larging papers with amateurs and profes- 
sionals alike. 

3. SLOW CHLOROBROMIDES (Vitava Opal, 
Mllustrator’s Special, Kodalure, Indiatone, 
Veltura, and others) have only one grade 
of contrast and require rather brilliant

negatives. They have a warm tone in 
general (brownish black), but a great 
variety of tones can be obtained by de- 
veloping control. This kind of paper is 
used by portrait photographers and for 
exhibition purposes because of its orig- 
inal warm tone and because it responds 
well to different toning processes. Its 
disadvantage is that the paper is rather 
slow and easily damaged in handling. 

Which of the three kinds of enlarging 
paper should be used for a certain neg- 
ative? This is a question which can be 
answered only by the worker himself, 
and only after becoming familiar with 
all of them. 

I personally use fast chlorobromides 
for most of my work. They are available 
in a great variety of surfaces and in 
different grades of contrast, and are well 
suited for different types of developing 
control. For subjects requiring a warm- 
toned paper, I use the slow chlorobro- 
mides. Their pleasing tone is sometimes 
preferred to the colder tones of the fast 
chlorobromides, and they tone the best 
in direct toners, such as selenium and 
gold chloride. The inexperienced worker 
should standardize on one kind and one 
make of paper for best results. 

The next question is: What should be 
the surface finish of the paper to be 
used? There are several surfaces—matte, 
semi-matte, glossy, smooth, finegrain, 
rough, extra rough, and others. The in- 
dividual taste and the purpose of the 
finished print are the factors which will 
decide the surface to be used. For gen- 
eral use, semi-matte paper is the most 
popular. For prints to be reproduced or 
for subjects with fine details, glossy paper 
is usually used. Rough paper tends to 
destroy fine details, but some pictorialists 
and portrait photographers use it for its 
different effect. 

So far we have mentioned the kinds

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and surfaces of papers. But another 
property of the paper is the most impor- 
tant if we want to get the best out of our 
negatives. It is the GRADE OF CONTRAST to 
be used. Most enlarging papers come in 
different grades of contrast, usually 
marked by numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, where 
the lowest number is the softest and each 
higher number marks one grade higher 
contrast, the highest number marking the 
most contrasty grade of paper. 

Just what is the difference between 
“soft” and “hard” papers, and when are 
they to be used? This is easily under- 
stood after studying Figure 1. Negative 
A shows a gray scale and picture subject. 
Printed on different grades of paper it 
produces different prints. On No. 1 (soft) 
paper we get a “soft” print, the lightest 
tone being light gray and the darkest 
tone dark gray. This print is softer than 
the negative itself. The difference be- 
tween the lightest and darkest part (con- 
trast) is less than that in the negative, 
and the print becomes gray, or muddy, or 
flat. 

On No. 2 or normal paper the con- 
trast between lights and darks in the 
print is nearly the same as the contrast 
of tones in the negative. The print has 
brilliance, with details both in highlights 
and shadows. On No.3 (hard) paper the 
same negative produces a “harder” print. 
The whites are whiter and the darks are 
darker in tone than the corresponding 
portions of the negative. In other words, 
this print has more contrast than the 
negative it was printed from since the 
difference between the light and dark 
parts is exaggerated. It is harsh and un- 
pleasing. The same negative printed on 
No. 4 (extra hard) paper further exag- 
gerates contrast leaving the light parts 
chalky white and the darks black. De- 
tails are lost in highlights and shadows 
alike, and the print becomes entirely too 
contrasty. 

What does Figure 1 prove? It proves 
that the contrast of the print can be 
varied by using different grades of paper. 
If a negative has the right contrast, No. 2 
(normal) paper should be used. If it is 
too contrasty we can correct it by using 
No. 1 (soft) paper. Somewhat flat (not 
contrasty enough) negatives print best on 
No. 3 (hard) paper, and finally negatives 
of very low contrast (very flat) may pro- 
duce a satisfactory print on No. 4 paper. 
In this last case, for instance, the exces- 
sive contrast of the paper exaggerates the 
contrast of the negative to produce a nor- 
mal print. 

This point is further illustrated in Fig- 
ure 2. Negative A has extreme contrast. 
The highlights are dense and the shadows 
transparent. Using No. 1 paper produced 
a print with normal contrast. Negative B 
is of the same subject, but it has normal 
contrast. The print, similar to that made 
from negative B, was made on No. 2 
(normal) paper. Negative C is somewhat 
flat. The print is normal, but it required 
No. 3 (hard) paper to boost the contrast 
to produce it. Finally, negative D is flat. 
To get a normal print comparable to the 
others it took No. 4 (very hard) paper to 
make up in printing for the contrast 
missing from the negative. It works like 
this: 
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Contrasty negative........ Soft paper 
Normal negative....... Normal paper 
Pc eee Hard paper 
Very flat negative. .Extra hard paper 

We've spent so much time discussing 
paper contrast for a good reason: Many 
photographers are confused when it 
comes to choosing the right grade of pa- 
per. Even if they chose the right grade, 
they do not quite understand the reason 
why THAT grade of paper suits THAT par- 
ticular negative. 

There is another thing: Do nor con- 
FUSE DENSITY WITH CONTRAST. Both a thin 
or dense negative can be flat or contrasty. 
In Figure 3, negative A has little contrast 
and negative B has more, while both are 
thin. Negative C has little contrast and 
negative D has more contrast, but both 
have about normal density. Negatives E 
and F are dense, but E is flat while F is 
contrasty. Studying Figure 3 should make 
clear the difference between density and 
contrast. 

When judging contrast we always have 
to take into consideration the important 
parts of the negative (usually the face in 
case of a portrait or the merchandise in 
case of commercial subjects). For exam- 
ple, negative C in Figure 3 has contrast 
between the hair and the face yet we 
still call the negative flat because the fea- 
tures in the face have very little contrast, 
and a contrasty paper will be required to 
bring thera out. So, I repeat, we judge 
the contrast of a negative by looking at 
the main subject, and choose the grade 
of paper to bring out this main subject in 
its right tone values. If the grade of pa- 
per (which is correct for the main sub- 
ject) does not suit other parts of the 
negative, it will require local control in 
printing to bring them together. 


Notes on Developing 


After projecting the negative image to 
make the finest “print,” nothing can be 
seen on the enlarging paper. There is 
oily a so-called “latent image,” which 
has to be developed to make the picture 
visible; the visible image must then be 
fixed and washed to make it permanent. 
This developing procedure is of utmost 
importance inasmuch as it can make or 
break the print. Why? Just look at Fig- 
ure 4. Here are four different gray-scales 
and continuous-tone prints, different in 
density as well as in contrast. How were 
they made? Four pieces of the same 
paper were exposed alike under the en- 
larger. The only difference is that they 
were developed differently. 

Since so many different results can be 
obtained through developing, it is essen- 
tial to know everything about developing 
control in order to be able to use its pos- 
sibilities for our purpose. First let us 
find out about the developer itself. The 
usual formula has five ingredients: 

1. Methyl para-aminophenol sulfate 
(do not get scared; this is just 
Elon, Metol, Pictol, or whatever 
other trade name different manu- 
facturers have given it). 

Sodium sulfite. 
Hydroquinone. 
Sodium carbonate. 
Potassium bromide. 
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D. Print overdeveloped in a straight stock solution,

Let us take them one by one: 

1. METHYL PARA-AMINOPHENOL SULFATE 
(Elon, Metol, Pictol, etc.) is a developing 
agent. In other words, it has the ability 
to “reduce” or convert into metallic silver 
the silver salts that have been exposed to 
light. It starts to develop fast and later 
it slows down. It is soft working, bring- 
ing up the highlight details without 
blacking out the shadows. 

2. SopIuM SULFITE is the preservative 
which keeps the developing agents from 
becoming oxidized too fast. Used in 
quantities prescribed by the formulas, it 
has no practical effect on developing. 
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3. HypRoQurINoNE is also a developing 
agent having about the opposite charac- 
teristics of methyl para-aminophenol sul- 
fate. It starts to develop slowly and 
speeds up with time. It is a contrasty 
developing agent, producing rich blacks. 

4. SopIuM CARBONATE is an accelerator. 
It is an alkaline, without which the de- 
veloping agents would not work. The 
more alkaline the developer contains, the 
faster its action will be, as the sodium 
carbonate accelerates developing. But ex- 
cessive alkaline causes chemical fog. 

5. POTASSIUM BROMIDE is a restrainer. 
It slows down developing and also keeps

one, holding back the darker portions during exposure or giving extra expo- 
sure to the lighter parts by dodging or burning in. Rather than discard the 
unevenly developed print, try to correct it by using an emergency measure. 


the highlights clear by preventing chem- 
ical fog. Too much bromide tends to 
turn the blacks of the print into a brown- 
ish tone and decreases contrast. 

This much has to be known about the 
ingredients of paper developers. As far 
as the developer formula is concerned, 
use the one recommended by the manu- 
facturer of the paper you use. If none is 
recommended or if more than one kind of 
paper is used, use Kodak D-72. This de- 
veloper can be manipulated to get the 
desired results. For the making of the 
developer follow these rules: 

1. Absolute cleanliness is essential to 
prevent contamination with other chem- 
icals. 

2. Accuracy in weighing is a “must.” 
Inaccuracy may upset the balance of ef- 
fective ingredients. 

3. Dissolve chemicals in order given in 
the formulas and let each chemical dis- 
solve completely before adding the next 
one. Observing this rule will save time 
and prevent ruining the developer by 
precipitation. 

4. Otherwise follow the instructions 
given with the formula used. 

Before starting to print, a SHORT-STOP 
and FIXING BATH must each be prepared. 
The short-stop is usually 28% acetic acid 
diluted with water. I use a dilution of 1 
part of 28% acetic acid to 12 parts of 
water. This is somewhat stronger than 
the generally recommended dilution, but 
I find it more satisfactory in use. Any 
fixing-bath formula recommended for pa- 
pers can be used (I use Kodak Fixing 
Bath F-1), and should be prepared with 
care according to instructions given. 

Now we will have to set up our trays— 
three of them—for developer, short-stop, 
and hypo. Any tray made for photo- 
graphic purposes can be used: enamel, 
glass, hard rubber, stainless steel, etc. 
Where the maintenance of fairly constant 
temperature of the solutions is difficult, 
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double trays are preferred. A smaller 
tray is placed inside of a larger one, and 
the working solution put into the smaller 
tray while the larger one is filled with 
warm or cold water depending on what 
d is needed—warming or cooling. One very 
large tray can be used with three smaller 
trays inside, or a sink can be made to ac- 
commodate the three trays and have run- 
: ning water cool or warm the solutions. 
The methods may vary, but the purpose 
is the same—to keep working solutions 
(developer, short-stop, hypo, and wash 
water) at an even temperature between 
65-70° F. Colder solutions work too slow, 
while warmer solutions are too fast and 
may cause chemical fog. Under certain 
circumstances (that is when we cannot 
help it) slight variation of temperature is 
tolerable, but greater variation is harmful 
and should be avoided. There are tray 
thermometers available, and one of them 
should be kept permanently in the devel- 
oper tray. 

Before pouring the solutions into trays, 
rinse them thoroughly to remove old 
chemicals and accumulated dust. It goes 
without saying that we should not shift 
trays around; the developer tray must al- 
ways be used for developer, the short- 
stop tray for short-stop, etc. 

Pour in the hypo first. Mix the short- 
stop next (1 part of 28% acetic acid to 
12 parts of water). Mix the developer 
last, because while mixing the others 
they may have splashed into the devel- 
oper tray. 

I use Kodak D-72 for every type and 
make of paper as it works well. What- 
ever developer you use, get to know it so 

vell that you will be able to get the re- 
sults you want. If you prefer another 
general-purpose paper developer, it can 
be used with just as good results as D-72, 

ut the developing control methods de- 
scribed hereafter are based upon my own 
experiences with D-72. 















This consists of applying concentrated developer to light portions during the 
course of processing after over-all development has been temporarily halted 
by rinsing the print in the short-stop bath. Developer is applied locally 


We start with a 1-to-2 dilution. This 
means that to 1 part of the developer 
stock solution is added 2 parts of water. 
Have enough working solution. The de- 
veloper should be at least an inch deep 
in your tray. This is important in pre- 
venting spots caused by uneven develop- 
ing. Now all the chemicals are in the 
trays and we are ready to start. 


Making the Print 
After exposing the enlarging paper, we 


first put it into the developer. There are 
correct and incorrect ways to do this.

with the fingers of one hand as the print is supported on the 
palm of the other hand. This technique will save many a poor 
print that would otherwise find its way into the wastebasket. 


One correct way is illustrated in Figure 
5. Hold the paper by the top edge (in 
case of large sheets by the two top cor- 
ners) and lower the bottom edge verti- 
cally into the developer. Then tilt it 
gently toward horizontal with the emul- 
sion side up and push the whole sheet 
into the developer so that the developer 
covers the whole sheet immediately and 
evenly. Do not scrape the bottom of the 
tray with the edge of the paper. After a 
little practice you will be able to do it 
rapidly. 

If you want to develop several sheets

serious problem of teaching proper conduct in the

The message here is important, 
so do as the students did . . . laugh your way to safety. 
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Capturing the mood of a moonlight stroll with the 
person dearest to him, the author employs a montage 
to give reality to the yearning thoughts of home- 
sick soldiers overseas. Here he combines his ideas 
of a recent vacation with thoughts of that person. 


Two negatives of same size are projected at same 
time to obtain montage effect.

HE MONTAGES reproduced on these pages 

resulted from a state of mind quite familiar 

to GIs who’ve put in any length of time over- 
seas. The state generally goes under the name of 
“homesickness,” and I had a fair bout with it during 
the time I spent with the Middle Pacific Bureau of 
Yank. When I got home I figured there should be 
some way of making pictures which would show 
what a GI had on his mind when he thought of 
home. The most poignant and insistent memories 
revolved about his girl friend, his wife, or the per- 
son who was closest to him at home. Mingled with 
these memories were pictures of his home town and 
all the places in it with which loved ones were 
associated. 

I had the ingredients for my pictures—but how 
to go about making them? How to blend these 
two most insistent memories in a single print and 
still do justice to both? ‘Of course, I could have 
posed my wife in various familiar settings and let 
it go at that, but I had the problem of integrating 
her features pictorially into the various scenes I 
chose. Finally, I decided that montage was the 
only way to do it. 

Technically the process is very simple. I used 
only one variation from what might be called the 
standard procedure. Basically, two or more nega- 
tives were placed in the enlarger at the same time 
and printed. In cases in which the combined nega- 
tives produced a density too great for a reasonable 
length of exposure, the negatives were printed sep- 
arately. Here also the technique was fairly simple. 
I first studied the combined negatives by transmit- 
ted light and shifted them around until all ele- 
ments in each were correctly related. Frequently 
otherwise suitable negatives were rejected because 
some portions of them obscured important portions 
of other negatives or did not compose well. 

The negatives of my wife were made with a Burke 
and James Press camera equipped with a 127 mm 
f 4.75 Kodak Ektar lens. The exposures were made 
using two No. 2 floodlamps on Eastman Super-XX 
film. Some of the other negatives were made with 
a Rolleiflex, which when used in combination with 
the larger sizes, necessitated projecting the images 
separately.. It is obviously impossible to combine

Recording nocturnal beauty presents a 


challenge to the imaginative cameraman

HOTOGRAPHY has been my means of livelihood—also my hobby— 
P:-: twenty years and, when I am asked which kind of photography 

gives me most enjoyment, I have no hesitation in giving night 
photography first place. 

I believe that this branch of pictorialism provides the most satisfaction 
to the person behind the camera. While the topic, Night Photography, can 
cover a wide field, the words immediately conjure up for me mental pic- 
tures of dimly lighted streets in romantic corners of London and other 
old English cities. 

To record these scenes and to capture the genuine atmosphere therein 
presents a challenge to the imaginative photographer which cannot be re- 
sisted. Every city, town, or village in every country in the world has at 
least one such corner which, by night, offers the observant cameraman an 
unusual photograph—whether taken for pleasure or for profit. 

The theme may be the old world surroundings, as in the photograph 
of the hansom cab outside an antique shop, or the romantic views of 
park and river scenes, or even the sinister setting of some locality such 
as London’s Limehouse in dockland used to be. 

What opportunity to bring out the highlights or to muke the shadows 
more somber when necessary. 

In pursuit of pictures I have journeyed from London to Lisbon, Cairo 
to Copenhagen, Paris to Peshawar—to Spain, Malta, Sweden, Finland, 
India, Burma, and . . . New York! 

Of thrills and excitement I have had my share in war and in peace. I 
have photographed people and places famous and infamous. Wonders of 
the World, the ancient Pyramids, the beautiful Taj Mahal in India, and 
the fabulous Pagodas on the Road to Mandalay—all subjects to whet the 
appetite of the camera enthusiast. Yet, when I found myself setting up 
camera and tripod to make my color shot of Broadway by night, [See 
cover, this issue-——Ed.] I doubt whether I ever felt so much enthusiasm 
(despite the torrential rain). 

Notice that I have chosen prints made on nights when the elements 
seemed to be against comfortable working. Well, if you compare a pic- 
ture showing, for example, pavements on a dry evening and one made on 
a rainy night, the added interest brought out (Continued on page 150)

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PRINTING in CLOUDS 


A file of cloud negatives will help you to save 


many a bald-headed print - -.- and here’sa 


darkroom formula that makes it easy to do

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WARM SUN beat down on the 
A weathered old Cape Cod wind- 
mill. The big “fans” cast crisp 
diagonals across its shingled sides and 
loomed against the sky—a perfect set-up 
for a salon print. 

Meter reading taken, the picture was 
shot through a yellow filter at the cor- 
rect exposure. When the film was de- 
veloped, however, the sky came out a 
bald-headed white because there had not 
been enough blue in it to allow the filter 
to function as desired. 

How many times this has happened— 
haze or smoke obscure the blue rays so 
that a filter, even a red one, does not 
darken the sky. But all is not lost. 
Negatives with blank white skies often 
can be made into prize-winning prints by 
printing in clouds from another negative. 

This is a job that darkroom experts 
may think nothing of, but the average 
amateur approaches with trepidation, if 
at all. Some bald-headed negatives are 
quite easy to print clouds on, requiring 
no masks and little dodging. It is the 
masks that cause the trouble, because it 
is difficult to get clouds to join irregular 
horizons without overprinting. The se- 
cret is: Select negatives with a rather 
dark skyline, buildings, silhouetted trees 
or persons, with no highlights over which 
your cloud contours will print. 

In all of the pictures accompanying this 
article, only the simplest of dodging was 
done with a piece of cardboard to keep 
clouds from printing below the horizon 
line. No masks or elaborate blocking-out 
was resorted to—that’s for the experts. 

Anyone who is in this class, and is 
painstaking enough, can add clouds to 
pictures which do not have dark skylines. 
But this article is for the darkroom 
worker who wants clouds and wants 
them easy to put on. If you are in this 
class, don’t try to put an awesome cumu- 
lus on a mountain-peak negative or some 
lumpy clouds on an ocean or lake scene 
where the horizon line is almost im- 
perceptible. 

The first thing needed is a file of cloud 
negatives, or at least a few as a starter. 
If you have none, begin now to get some. 
You can’t do it overnight or in a week's 
time—it’s a job for several seasons be- 
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cause most parts of the country do not 
afford any spectacular range of cloud ef- 
fects over a few-day period. 

Keep your camera loaded and one eye 
cocked on the clouds overhead. Take a 
picture of your favorite scene with a 
beautiful formation, but take an extra 
negative of the cloud bank itself and file 
it away in your cloud negative section. 
Be careful not to get tall trees, tele- 
phone poles and other willing subjects 
too prominently in the bottom of the pic- 
ture. A telephone pole floating in the 
middle of a cumulo-nimbus 1,000 feet 
above the horizon will look funny. 

Cities that have lots of smoke and haze 
will be a problem to photographers try- 
ing to build a cloud negative file. Blue 
skies occur seldom, and when they do

come along it may be hard to get a nega- 
tive without buildings in it. That’s why 
getting a file together is not a few days’ 
work. It’s like adopting a five-year-plan 
or taking out an endowment policy—you 
have to work a long time to earn the pic- 
torial dividends you hope to reap in the 
future. 

A big file of cloud negatives is not 
necessary, however—a. few good ones 
with top, side, and backlighting should 
suffice. Unless an odd formation is pres- 
ent in one of the negatives, it can be 
used over and over again because the 
average picture viewer usually just 
“feels” clouds in the picture. If they are 
too prominent, they steal the spotlight 
from the center of interest in the picture. 
That’s a point to remember. And they 
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The kind of clouds you select 
to print on your picture depends 
on your personal whims. 
want to portray an impending 
storm, pick out a big cumulus 
cloud negative (as below). If 
you want to convey the feeling 
of a warm breathless sort of day, 
the wheat farm scene (right) is 
improved by stray wispy clouds. 
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are easier to print on if you do them only 
lightly. 

You can keep the clouds anonymous, 
although present, by printing them on 
lightly—deep enough to see but not so 
dark as to be obtrusive. Three or four 
good cloud effects will serve a lot of 
printing-in tasks until a more copious 
file is collected. 

Any system of filing the cloud nega- 
tives may be used. (I use a regular 
negative file with numbers.) Contact 
prints of the negative are pasted in a lit- 
tle photo album and numbered. Thus 
you can thumb through and pick out ex- 
actly the cloud effect needed. You can 
study the direction of light, shape of the 
formation, and suitability to the “baldy”

However, you don’t have to spend 
large sums for photographs with which 
to decorate your home—nor do you have 
to employ a decorator. Probably with a 
few beginning hints you can think up 
even more interesting and effective ways 
to use photographs—with much less ex- 
pense and with much fun in the dark- 
room and at the workbench. 

At this point you homeworkers are 
probably saying, “But photos... all you 
can do with them is to mount them on a 
white mat and put them under glass. 
The result looks just like an exhibition 
—and I don’t want my living room to 
look like a photographic gallery ... .” 

Well, just a minute. It’s true that there 
is a justifiable gripe about the deadening 
effect of white mats. Many pictures are

When visitors look on your walls and say “What is that—a Stieglitz?" as they 
now say ''What is that—a Matisse?" then photography will have come into the home. 


spoiled that way—and some living rooms 
do look like photographic galleries. But 
before you throw the baby out with the 
bath water, and the whole idea of using 
photographs (with or without mats), let’s 
explore a few new picture ideas. 

Maybe you are planning to build a 
playroom or redecorate your son’s bed- 
room. If so, why not use a sports theme? 
Try an idea first used in the “Power in 
the Pacific” exhibition at the Museum of 
Modern Art (see Picture No. 1). Take 
several big pictures (in the accompany- 
ing illustration they happen to be of Jap- 
anese ships; you might use: football or 
baseball action shots) and arrange them 
in a somewhat circular fashion. Center 
the arrangement with a smaller picture 
to keynote the larger ones—perhaps a 
closeup of your son’s favorite. athlete— 
and there you have it. A room that is 





completely different from anyone else’s 
—styled to your taste and to your fam- 
ily’s personality. 

The subject matter of these pictures. 
in-the-home is really as limitless as the 
range of your family’s interests or your 
camera’s lens. Maybe you'll prefer a pic- 
ture of the Golden Gate Bridge or a Man- 
hattan skyline. Perhaps you like that 
abandoned farmhouse you snapped while 
on your vacation in the country last sum- 
mer. In general, pictures for modern 
rooms should have strong lines carrying 
out the clean-cut theme of the room. But 
photographs are a pleasant addition to 
wall-papered rooms as well as the stark 
modern. In such cases, your picture sub- 
ject should be in harmony with the room 
—a pastoral scene, a portrait.

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VERY now and then we have to remind 
ourselves that good pictures are made 
in the darkroom—regardless of where they 
are taken. The camera owner makes one of 
his most important advances when once he 
recognizes the fact that his negative is just a 
means to an end, and that a straight print 
from the negative usually is but the starting 
point in creating the picture. 

Of course it all starts with the develop- 
ment of the film. While this calls for care 
and a reasonable amount of technique, the 
process has been made so easy that anyone 


who will follow simple instructions can be : ' 
assured of good results. 
With the developed negative once in

hand, the photographer can proceed to 
create in the darkroom the picture he had 
in mind at the time he made his exposure. 
And his chances for success in this direction 
increase as his familiarity with the photo- 
graphic process expands. 

To begin with, there’s the selection of the 
paper on which the picture will be made. 
Its grade of contrast, surface, and color 
must be chosen with regard to negative con- 
trast and picture subject. Exposure and 
development follow and determine print 
quality. Cropping or masking the subject 
matter removes unwanted material and 
provides the means for obtaining the best 
possible composition. 

During the course of printing, local con- 
trol serves to lighten or darken certain por- 
tions of the image through dodging and 
burning in, as demonstrated by Joseph 
Foldes in the September issue, page 46. 
While the developed print is still wet, shad- 
ows can be opened and highlights empha- 
sized by local chemical reduction. 

Then, too, there are special tricks in addi- 
tion to the more or less common procedures 
already listed. There is the use of two or 
more negatives for montage or multiple 
printing. Solarization, reticulation, posi- 
tive-negative combinations, texture screens, 
and highly specialized effects obtained by 
experimentalists. 

Darkroom magic has no limits other than 
those imposed by the individual himself, 
and so it is with his pictures. 

The fine photographs reproduced in the 
section that follows show the application of

Try making books out of them. Not 
the conventional-bound book, but the 
modern, attractive way. Mount them back 
to back with dry-mounting tissue and 
bind them a la loose leaf notebook with 
plastics “combs” or grippers. 

Every photographer has seen profes- 
sional photographic annuals or advertis- 
ing presentations bound that way. They 
lie flat when opened and are more im- 
pressive to hand around for friends to

Don't pour hypo into a tray when a tray of prepared developer is 
sitting next to it. There is too great a chance of the hypo splashing 
into the developer and contaminating it. When this happens, hypo 
will reduce the action of the developer or neutralize it either in 
spots or throughout the solution. Always pour hypo into tray first. 


Never try to work in a darkroom that looks like this. And never 
leave the darkroom in such a condition. Your pictures will reflect 
type of worker you are. Sloppy, messy darkroom will result in sloppy, 
messy negatives and prints. This series of pictures was made by A. E.

DARKROOM HOUSEKEEPIN 


Sponge off your film carefully before hanging it to dry. This easy 
step removes excess water, prevents formation of water spots which 
can't be removed. A soft sponge will also remove any foreign parti- 
cles that may have been present in the water. (Watch out...

don't scratch films.) Water will not drip and cause extra work. 


Wipe up your developing tanks thoroughly when you are through 
with them. This not only makes for clean, neat appearance in your 
darkroom, but you'll find that it is safer to wipe the excess liquid 
from the tanks, eliminating danger of hypo contaminating the 
developer. This procedure also guards against unnecessary stains. 
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Each ferrotype tray slides into its own place. The glossy sur- 
face of a ferrotype tin should be guarded from scratches, since 
any such mark can be seen in the glossy prints. Be sure that the 
tray is properly stored, so that nothing can drop against it, dent 
it, or bend the corners. Any of these things may make it useless. 





Clean and wax ferrotype trays regularly. This keeps the glossy 
surface highly polished and gives a better finish to your prints. 
It will also keep the surface free from particles of dust or dirt 
that might scratch it. Wax will fill up small scratches, making 
the surface smooth, and cleaning prevents prints from sticking. 


Eight tips on how to keep an orderly darkroom—by Arthur Haug 


Keep your sinks and working surfaces clean at all times. After 
using the darkroom, wipe up all exposed surfaces that may have 
gotten wet. Washing and wiping these surfaces prevents hypo from 
crystallizing on them, and eventually breaking up and forming hypo 
dust which will contaminate your films, papers, and chemicals. 





Keep your chemicals segregated. Chemicals in powdered or crys- 
tallized form should be sorted well above and away from areas 
where water or liquid chemicals are likely to splash into them. Put 
each darkroom item in its own particular spot, and always return it 
to this spot. This will help you, when you must locate it in the dark.

First: Master your camera! 


“I suggest that photographers in- 
terested in portraiture make a care- 
ful study of their camera. Learn 
how it works, how to use it to best 
advantage. No photographer is free 
to do creative work until he has 
first mastered the mechanical de- 
tails of his instrument. 

“Portrait photography presents a 
special challenge to photographers. 
For they must have more than 
mechanical skill and patience. The 
great camera portraits are those 
which mirror the personality of the 
subject as recognized and captured 
by the photographer. Never depend 
on developing-room tricks to add

Because there is such a wide range of 
prices on new darkroom equipment and 








also because it is possible to save con- 
siderably by purchasing wisely or being 
willing to sacrifice a degree of working 
convenience, it is a good idea to analyze 
your equipment needs at the very outset. 
Decide what type of photographic work 
you are going to do and this, in turn, will 
govern your purchasing requirements. 
Buy the essential items first, and then 
later add the luxury gadgets that make 
darkroom work a pleasure.—®™ 


CALGON IS SLUDGE PREVENTIVE 


Mineral films and calcium can play havoc 
with developer and fixative solutions in 
the photo lab, especially where hard wa- 
ter is present (See PoPpULAR PHOTOGRAPHY, 
Jan. 46, Pg. 54). A good way to prevent 
the formation of these films is by the use 
of Calgon, trade name for vitreous sodium 
phosphate, which is available at grocery 
and drug stores. Calgon was developed 
at the Mellon Institute in Pittsburgh, and 
was recommended to me by a local com- 
mercial photo studio operator. For best 
results, stir one teaspoon of the flakes 
into each quart of developer or other 
liquid. The chemical holds calcium and 
other “hardness” minerals in water in 
suspension, but does not detract from the 
effectiveness of the photo chemicals. Thus, 
it permits the photo chemicals to reach 
all parts of the paper or negative, and do 
their work. Its photographic uses are 
similar to those of Anti-Cal, a Kodak 
product.— —Robert M. Farr, Pittsburgh, Pa

HYBRID home movie, which com-

lined into one-reel scenarios, visualized 
on film by a group of artists and ani- 
mators in New York, and recorded with 
narration and original musical score. 
They’re being presented to the public 
by Pictorial Films. 

The three films are not properly 
“movies,” but a new form of moving 
slide film which keeps things in motion 
on the screen by using two special at- 
tributes of the motion picture.

Amateur Smith makes his own finder—using glass for a lens

Fletcher Smith Studios, creators of the 
technique, and Pictorial Films, produc- 
ers, point out that their method of cre- 
ating screen movement through camera 
motion can be copied successfully by 
amateur movie makers.

To see exactly how this works, take a 
look at Treasure Island. You remember 
the story—how young Jim Hawkins and 
his mother ran an inn on the English 
seacoast. One of their guests, a rugged 
seafarer named Billy Bones, receives a 
mysterious note from Pew, an evil old 
one-eyed character. Bones reads the 
note and dies of apoplexy. Since he owes 
noney for his board at the inn, Jim and 
his mother go through the dead man’s 
effects. They find the note, open it, and 
see “You have untill 10 tonight.” Al- 
most at the same moment, the mantel 
clock strikes the fateful 10, and a loud 
rapping is heard at the outer door. Pew, 
representing a pirate band, is back. It 
seems that Bones has the map of Treas- 





ure Island... 
tale. 

In Pictorial’s moving-slide film ver- 
sion, the camera opens on the first plate, 
an artist's conception of the Admiral 
Benbow Inn on a long lonely road 
which winds along the tortuous coast. 
From (1) a long shot of a large field, 
showing the whole plate, the camera 
trucks in to (2) a small field showing 
the inn signpost on the road. This dis- 
solves to (3) a closeup of the sign (here 
the second art plate is introduced) 
showing clearly the words “Admiral 
Benbow Inn.” Then a fast truck back 
to (4) a hold on the medium field show- 
ing the two characters, Billy Bones, sea- 
faring stranger, and Jim Hawkins, our 
hero. From this, the camera trucks 
back to (5) the full field, as the narra- 
tion explains who these people are, and 
the story begins to unfold (see illustra- 
tions). 

Thus, using only two still pictures in 
which nothing actually moves, camera 
motion and variety of shots—long, me- 
dium, and close—produce an illusion of 
screen moveinent. This movement is 
followed throughout the film. As an al- 
ternative to fabulously expensive ani- 
mation (which runs to about $30,000 or 
more per reel), it brings costs down so 
the films can be priced within reach of 
16 mm projector owners. And in one 
important way, it produces more satis- 
factory results. 

Animation has never succeeded in 
making human beings move or speak 
naturally. Bunnies, squirrels, ducks, and 
mice can flit about amusingly under 
the animator’s brush in a manner that 
looks highly incongruous for human 
characters. “We figured that we’d prob- 
ably get better resu!ts if we didn’t have 
people move at all,’ explained Frank 
Kelling, one of the Fletcher Smith part- 
ners. 

Kelling pointed out a significant differ- 
ence between making movies in an art 
studio and shooting live action. In the 
case of live material, the script is fairly 
fluid. Pieces of action are shot repeat- 
edly and rather freely, with the best 
material edited into the final motion 
picture. Some of the sequences that fi- 
nally emerge from the cutting room 
hardly resemble the original script. 

But in the animation studio, every 
single shot and bit of camera motion is 
planned in advance and followed faith- 
fully. This is especially true of moving- 
slide films, where a complete, balanced, 
varied, lively movie reel must be made 
using only a hundred or so original art 
plates. 

Treasure Island’s plates were planned 
not only to illustrate the story but to 
develop the action, and even to produce 
suspense. In the scene where Jim and 
his mother find the 10 o’clock note, two 
additional plates were introduced pure- 
ly for suspense: one a closeup of the 
scrawled “You have untill ten tonight”, 
and another of the clock on the mantel, 
hands pointed to ten, as the sound track 
tolls the hour. 

With these unusual presentations of 
three classics, Pictorial expects to 
launch a whole series of similar short

erature. The company’s heads, Milton 
Salzburg and Harold Baumstone, fore- 
see a great need for authentic 16 mm 
material in this field. They are plan- 
ning their films to serve not only as 
entertainment but as adjuncts to class- 
room work, and they have therefore 
authenticated through research the cos- 
tuming, backgrounds, architecture, and 
customs of the period in which each 
novel is laid. 

The films have gone to market in 
several forms: 

Sixteen mm sound film with nar- 
ration and musical score, black, and 
white, one reel, at $17.50. 

Sixteen mm silent version with 
subtitles, black and white, one reel, 
$8.75. 

Sets of 100 color slides, 2” by 2”, 
with titles to carry the story. Selling 
for $15 per set, these are filmed in 
a fine color process, the new Ameri- 
color. The producers say this is the 
first time fiction stories in sequence 
have been made in slide form. 

Thirty-five mm 6 slide film, 
Americolor, 100 frames, at $9.75. 
Among those who painted these films 

are men and women with impressive 
ert or film animation backgrounds. 
Frank B. Kelling, who worked on Walt 
Disney’s first color picture and designed 
the dramatic witch sequence for Snow 
White, has had a turn at all depart- 
ments—animation, direction, story, idea, 
development—at Disney Studios, at 
MGM, and at Universal. Alois Fabry, 
who is Czech, has exhibited his work in 
several top European aart galleries. 
Gene Sogioka, who was once a _ back- 
ground artist for Disney, has stu ied 
with Millard Sheets and George Chap- 
in, and has exhibited his water colors 
widely. A painting by Honore Sharrer 
hangs in the Museum of Modern Art. 
Frank Murch has illustrated historical, 
geographical, and scientific books. 
Fletcher Smith himself has been pro- 
ducing art for the screen since 1930. 
During the war his studios developed 
new techniques and perfected methods 
of making color slide films. 

Designed by artists, the original 
plates are in color. A vital component 
in art, color as used by the artist con- 
veys not only beauty but mood and 
atmosphere. Black and white copies 
of these pictures catch very little of 
this emotion-provoking quality. How- 
ever, a reel of 16 mm color, even of 
Americolor which is less expensive than 
other processes, would put these 
films in the champagne and lobster bis- 
que out of the reach of most of 
us and probably out of the school mar- 
ket as well. If the market proves prom- 
ising, the Pictorial people say they may 
take a flier at turning them out as color

In fairness to the 
artists and the medium, this gets our 
vote. 


In any event, this new form of moving 
slide film which adapts camera motion 
and quick change-over from one scene to 
the next is of interest because it is new

budding young photographer, sensitizing 
his own paper, using the old-time camera 
that took 614 x 814 plates, at a two-second 
exposure, he has come a long way. 

He toured the country with the famous 
Edwin Booth and in 1897, longer ago than 
most of us can remember, he was the 
first man in this country to initiate a 
photographic Sunday supplement page, 
which appeared in the Chicago Tribune. 
At that time he was photographer to the 
ultra-fashionable society of Chicago. 

He is considered the father of home 
portraiture, being one of the first men to 
make portraits right in the home of the 
subject. He also has claim to being the 
first man to use the mat print. 

With the advent of motion pictures he 
was lured to the West Coast as a top- 
notch still man and has been there ever 
since. 

With such stars as Norma Talmadge, 
Buster Keaton, Jackie (the Kid) Coogan, 
and a host of others, he has kept on with 
his work up until right today with Hugh 
Herbert, Vera Vague—and many other 
comedy stars. Virtually all his work 
these days is in comedies or short sub- 
jects, but there he is every day ready for 
work—75 years young!—

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A Pioneer Photographer

HE uses for photography in war and 

peace have become so varied that it 
is of interest to look back over one hun- 
dred years to the inventors of the science 
and art. 

It is generally agreed that no one man 
was the inventor, although a small town 
in France has erected a memorial stone 
with the inscription: “Dans ce village 
Nicephore Niepce inventa la Photographie 
en 1822.” Niepce’s invention proved later 
to be a forerunner of the photoengraving 
process. 

However, in 1839 another Frenchman, a 
painter by profession, L. J. M. Daguerre, 
brought to the knowledge of the French 
Chamber of Deputies his discovery of a 
photographic method. 

The first cameras carrying the signa- 
ture of Daguerre sold for 425 francs and 
were made by Groux and Company of 
Paris. 

The “Fathers of Photography,” as men- 
tioned in the Science Museum in London 
are: Nicephore Niepce, L. J. M. Daguerre, 
Fox Talbot, Sir John Herschel, J. B. 
Reade, F. Scott Archer, and R. L. Mad- 
dox. Absent from this list is the name 
of a Frenchman, Antoine Francois Jean 
Claudet, born in Lyons, France, in 1797.

parison. Claudet left his native France 
for England in the year 1829 to introduce 
the products of a glass works at Choisy 
le Roi where he was a director. 

He knew Daguerre in 1840; a part 
owner of Daguerre’s patent, he opened 
the first photographic studio in London at 
107 Regent Street. 

The first notable results of Claudet’s 
experiments were made known in com- 
munications to the Academie des Sci- 
ences and to the Royal Society, on a 
method of accelerating the production of 
the image of the Daguerreotype. The op- 
eration was made a hundred times as 
vapid, thus rendering possible the effec- 
tual portraiture of moving subjects. 

The professional and advanced amateur 
photographer of today is well acquainted 
with an exposure meter, yet probably 
few realize that it was the Frenchman, 
Claudet, who first invented a similar de- 
vice. His instrument was known as the 
“Photographometre.” 

At the same time he brought out his 
Focimetre, a system for setting the cor- 
rect focus on a lens. 

“The repute of the photographer is 
more readily recognized than the merit 
of the man of science,” these words were 
written in 1868 as a memento to Claudet. 
How true they were, for many photog- 
raphers’ pictures—masterpieces of their 
time—are still recognized as works of art, 
while as a man of science Claudet is al- 
most forgotten. His name is often omitted 
in works bearing on the history of pho-

reference gives no more than a sugges- 
tion of his great genius. 

Herbert Ingram, founder of The IIlus- 
trated London News, realized the poten- 
tialities of photography. He commissioned 
M. Claudet, who was recognized as the 
best of two or three photographers about 
the year 1842, to climb the Duke of 
York’s Column to take a series of photo- 
graphs. From the photographs eighteen 
wood engravings were made to produce

a panorama four feet by three feet, called 
the “Grand Colosseum Print.” This was 
probably one of the very early attempts, 
if not the first; at what we now know as 
press photography. 

In collaboration with Sir Charles 
Wheatstone, Claudet perfected the stereos- 
copic photograph. He was alive to the 
possibilities of color and the motion pic- 
ture, as papers read to the Royal Society 
in the 1860’s will witness. 


Claudet was elected a member of the 


Royal Society in 1853, and in 1865 he was | 


made a Chevalier of the Legion of Hon- 
our. But perhaps the finest thing that 
was ever said of Claudet was written by 
Sir David Brewster on hearing of the 
death of the great scientist: “His scien- 
tific acquirements and his inventive gen- 
ius were of a very high order, and his 
kind nature and generous character will 
be acknowledged by all who had the 
pleasure of knowing him.” 

The champions of Claudet are regret- 
tably few today, but there is one man at 
least who attempts to acquaint the would- 
be historian with the true facts. He is 
Fred G. Claudet, the grandson of the 
Frenchman, who resides in Victoria, B. C. 

Claudet’s room is a veritable museum 
for the historian, for it contains a mine of 


information about the photographers of | 


yesterday. The prints and Daguerreo- 


types made by Claudet are still in re- | 


markably good condition, bearing witness 
to his fine workmanship. 

Fred Claudet has tried to carry on the 
family tradition in photography, and has 
many fine pictures of his early life taken 
with a camera which first saw the light 
of day somewhere around the end of the 
last century.

Printing In 
Clouds

you are going to decorate with clouds. 

Here’s a warning before you start—ex- 
pect to waste a few sheets of paper be- 
fore you get a print that just suits you. 
If you have two enlargers it will be a 
little easier. Take test strips of both 
negatives before making the combination 
print. If you have to change the height 
of the enlarger head above the paper for 











A horrible example. Here's how not to 
print on clouds.

each of the negatives, it may toss a 
monkey wrench in the carefully-timed 
test strips. Use the second enlarger for 
the cloud negative. 

The first step in printing on clouds 
with a picture having a dark skyline is 
to study the sun’s direction. If it comes 
from a 45° angle from the right, don’t 
pick a cloud negative with top-lighting 
or a silver-edge from backlighting. Re- 
member, however, that you can change 
the light direction by flopping the nega- 
tive in the enlarger. 

After picking the proper cloud negative 
and making a test strip of each, print the 
ground scene on the enlarging paper first, 
holding back the sky area with your 
cardboard dodger. Mark the horizon line 
with a pencil dot on each side of the pa- 
per as a guide. Then put the cloud nega- 
tive in the enlarger an print it on the 
top part of the paper, holding back the 
ground area which was printed earlier. 

Since the buildings or trees on the sky- 
line are darker than you are going to 
make the clouds and sky, the latter will 
not print on top of them. If you print 
the clouds too dark they will show up on 
the roofs, masts, or any other highlight 
near the horizon. You can “feather” the 
cloud line slightly with the cardboard, 
moving it to keep from making a definite 
line of demarcation. 

Printing clouds around a person sitting 
against a sky is a difficult task, just as it 
is with snow-covered mountains, white 
buildings, or monuments. Masks are nec- 
essary for this—and that is another story. 
If clouds are not printed on too heavily, 
sometimes a little spotting or ferricyanide 
reducer will save the print if it overlaps 
on light areas. It is better to stick to the

Here are a few other tips which may 
be helpful for anyone trying this system: 

1. If your ground scene was taker 
through a diffusion lens, be sure to dif- 
fuse your clouds too. A sharp cloud 
bank over a nice, fuzzy pastoral would be 
unsuitable. 

2. If you want a feeling of impending 
storm, use a thunderhead for printing on 
A peaceful countryside looks better with 





Filing cloud negatives so they are acces- 
sible is easy if you use a system. Here 
each one is numbered, prints are made 
and pasted in an album alongside cor- 
responding numbers. In this way it is easy 
to select the cloud effect you want, and 
get the corresponding negative quickly. 


a few wisps, unless it is action and turbu- 
lence you want to add. 

3. Silhouettes are easier to print clouds 
on because no detail of the clouds can 
overprint on the black figure. These 
usually call for a cloud negative with the 
sun directly behind the cloud. 

4. Don’t print clouds on a picture that 
was not taken in sunlight in the first 
place. The viewer will wonder how a 
drab landscape got that skyful of sunny 
clouds. 

5. Be careful about printing backlight- 
ed clouds on a picture that has water in 
it—remember the sun in such a position 
usually will leave a glistening path. 

6. Even though your original negative 
was taken through a filter and has clouds 
in it, you can substitute another type of 
cloud by dodging out the original sky 
This will take some nice “joining” at the 
horizon line. Allowing the original sky 
to print in would give the print a double 
cloud effect or at least overlay the syn- 
thetic clouds with a gray fog —

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IT’S THE HUMIDITY 


By ALLEN L. PERCY

NE of the tantalizing things about 
O photography is that in the summer, 
when picture taking is best, darkroom 
work usually is most difficult. Heat pre- 
sents a continual threat of fog, stains, ex- 
cessive contrast, and curling emulsion 
that slips off the film base and runs down 
the drain. 

You can develop negatives well and 
get good prints in summer, even when the 
temperature reaches 100° F. and the tap 
water is 80° or warmer. You don’t need 
an air conditioning unit or an electric 
refrigerator, although of course these de- 
vices will be a big help if they are avail- 
able. Here are a few methods which 
have served me through some 25 sum- 
mers. 

Do as much of your darkroom work as 
possible at night, avoiding the heat of the 
day. Not only is the temperature a few 
degrees cooler, but windows can be left 
open to permit air to circulate more free- 
ly. This is better for both pictures and 
photographer. 

Tank development of negatives makes 
it much easier to eliminate hot weather 
troubles. Warm hands not only raise the 
temperature of developers, but also are 
likely to scratch and mark the emulsion 
when it has been softened by heat. An- 
other advantage of the film tank is that it 
can be placed in another vessel containing 
cold water, which aids in keeping the 
temperature uniform. 

The most important factor in summer 
negative development, and the one most 
often neglected or overlooked, is the 
hardening bath between development and 
fixing. Even if a fresh fixing bath is used, 
separate hardening must not be omitted 
when the weather is hot. Manufacturers’ 
instruction books contain good formulas, 
based on either formaldehyde or chrome 
alum. 

Another point often overlooked is that 
developing, hardening, and fixing baths 
should be kept as closely as possible to 
the same temperature, and not allowed 
to vary more than a few degrees. Many 
workers make a great effort to keep the 
developing bath to 65°, little realizing that 
it is the sudden change in temperature 
from a cool developer to a warm fixing 
bath, more than any other one reason, 
which causes negatives to reticulate and 
grain size to be increased. 

While a book could be written on fix- 
ing, observance of two simple precautions 
will keep trouble away. 

Use acid hypo, or hypo containing a 
suitable hardening agent, and use it for 
only one evening. Fix films and prints 
thoroughly—at least 15 minutes, agitating 
them occasionally to be sure that the bath 
reaches every part of the emulsion. 

A negative which has been properly 
hardened will feel like wet rubber to 
the fingers. If the negative feels slimy 
or greasy, look out! Get it back into the 
hardening bath, and hope for the best. 

Warm weather negatives and prints 
should be dried quickly in cool, circulat- 


ing air. Here working at night is helpful. 

Humidity is really a worse summer 
enemy than heat, especially to films. 
After spoiling a few negatives which 
stuck to the glass in my enlarger, I real- 
ized that gelatin emulsions absorb mois- 
ture from the air. In summer they are 
seldom truly dry. Observing that my 
wife kept crackers and breakfast food in 
a cabinet above the mechanical refriger- 
ator where the heat from the unit kept 
them crisp, I usurped this place for my 
negatives. Now they stay dry. 

Paper developer in shallow trays is 
more diffieult to keep cool than film de- 
veloper in tanks. Keeping the developing 
and fixing trays in larger trays of cool 
water or cracked ice helps a little. If you 
can find a place in the refrigerator to keep 
bottles of developer and hypo, this pre- 
cooling is more than half the battle. 

Paper, however, is more sturdy than 
film. A few precautions will prevent the 
common troubles—blisters, stain, and fog. 
Blisters have two causes—sudden changes 
in temperature from the developer to the 
fixing bath, and rough handling. The 
former makes blisters about the size of 
pin heads, while rough handling produces 
blisters sometimes an inch in diameter. 
They usually appear while the print is 
washing. 

Stains result from an overworked fix- 
ing bath, or failure to move the prints 
occasionally during fixing. Stains from 
this cause are usually brown or purple. 
Yellow stains are caused by worn-out or 
contaminated developer, or by attempt- 
ing to force an underexposed print. 

Entirely aside from accidental light ex- 
posure or an unsafe safelight, chemical 
fog can be caused by developer that is 
too warm. The remedy is to cool the de- 
veloper. If this cannot be done, the addi- 
tion of a few drops of a saturated solu- 
tion of potassium bromide will often 
eliminate the fog, although it will produce 
a warm black or olive tone in the print. 
Many workers have no objection to this, 
and use excess bromide for this tone even 
at normal temperatures. 

Throughout the year, and especially in 
warm weather, it is well to remember that 
chemicals are cheap compared to the cost 
of film and paper—not to mention the 
disappointment of lost pictures. By not 
being penny-wise with chemicals, the 
worker may never know hot weather 
troubles at all. Mix fresh hardening and 
fixing baths for each evening’s work. 
Never use the same fixing bath for film 
and paper. Film developer can be used 
repeatedly within reasonable limits, but 
paper developer once used, should be dis- 
carded. 

Ice should be kept out of baths. It di- 
lutes solutions, reducing their efficiency, 
and its cooling effect is only temporary. 
Better negatives and prints can be made 
when developers and fixing baths are 
kept uniform, even if as high as 80°, than 
when they vary. 

A last admonition, don’t overdevelop.—#

If you want to make a hallway or din-

mediately. His attention is held by the 
details in the photograph, yet his eyes are 
rested by the fullness and sweep of the 
lines. It is a photograph which can be 
viewed from a distance—without the dis- 
traction caused by cluttered detail in a 
single small photograph or in several pic- 
tures hung together. You can sit across 
the room and still enjoy the photomural 
—and its dramatic presentation leaves an 
impression that your guests will re- 
member. 

In general a photograph must be large 
enough to emphasize its lines and to 
make up for the lack of color; this is 
especially true for those pictures which 
are primarily studies in composition or 
which are used to add drama or ‘space to 
a room. The cost of such large prints is 
not exorbitant. At Lens Craft, one of 
New York’s better photolabs, the cost of 
an enlargement 45x30” mounted on ma- 
sonite is $12. The cost of a good repro- 
duction of an oil painting 31x26” is $16. 
Moreover, the painting would not be an 
original and there would be the addi- 
tional costs of mounting and framing! 

It is possible, too, to display small 
“precious” pictures—if they are impor- 
tant for color or because of their print 
quality, or if you just happen to like 
small prints—by arranging them (matted 
or not) in interesting patterns on the 
wall as you would arrange a group of 
etchings. (See Picture No. 11.) The 
placement of the pictures will make just 
as interesting a composition as the lines 
within the individual photograph. 

Many camera enthusiasts who pride 
themselves on their contact printing work 
will find this the best way to show off 
their accomplishments. And for those 
few lucky enough to own an original by 
one of the great printmakers, Paul Strand 
or Edward Weston, for example, the idea 
is also good. One way to preserve the 
“precious” print is to bind the edges 0! 
the glass and mat with a white tape, thus

protecting it from dust and dirt. But— 
and once again we come up with an op- 
posite idea—Gerald O’Dea, photographic 
columnist for the Brooklyn Citizen and 
an accomplished amateur, had his frames 
for white-matted pictures designed so 
that one end is left open and the picture 
can be slipped from the frame easily and 
quickly, thus making possible an ever- 
changing display of photos. (See Pic- 
ture No. 5.) The idea is a marvelous one 
for the amateur who wants to show his 
latest and best work to admiring friends. 
It’s also good for the housewife who

likes to change the arrangements in her 
home from time to time. 

But perhaps the most fun the amateur 
will have is in thinking up new ways to 
mount-and frame his own work or that 
of his favorite photographer. A simple 
way to mount a picture is to do it in the 
same way that those shown here from the 
“Power in the Pacific” exhibition were 
mounted. Use a single-weight wet print. 
If using masonite or heavy cardboard, 
cover the board with paste similar to that 
known as AAB (made by Arabol Manu- 
facturing Co., 110 East 42nd St., New 
York, N. Y.). Cover the back of the 
print with the same paste. Place the pic- 
ture on the pasty surface, squeegee away 
the excess paste, fold the picture care- 
fully around the edges of the board, and 
presto!—the job is done. If you are using 
a painted or lacquered surface, use glue 
similar to that known as No. P5317, also 
manufactured by Arabol, and proceed in 
the same manner. 

You may want to use a painted board 
as a mount, with the colored surface act- 
ing as a frame for the photograph. Such 
an arrangement will make possible effec- 
tive color contrast with the wall. You 
might try a chartreuse frame if your 
walls are turquoise or a delicate rose. 

Among interesting color frame ideas is 
this by George Bergal: A frame three 
inches thick and three inches wide was 
fashioned of board, which was then paint- 
ed with a thick red enamel finish. The 
picture was set in the back of the frame 
—and the front was covered with thick 
glass. It added immeasurably to the 
force of the photograph. Bergal, inci- 
dentally, also feels that a picture is useful 
to a room whether or not it is hung. In 
his own apartment he has an unframed 
picture mounted on masonite which he 
leans against a lamp or places wherever 
his fancy strikes. Another variation of

the same idea is to place a print or two 
under the glass of a coffee table, (see 
Picture No. 12), or around the top of 
a bar. 

Remember this about mounting, hang- 
ing, or just placing photographs under 
glass: Forget the exact laws of sym- 
metry and try for effective harmony. 
Look at Picture No. 11. The arrange- 
ment is asymmetrical, but pleasing—so 
is the display on the coffee table. Go off- 
center. This bit of advice may sound 
more like a football instruction than a 
photographic one—but if you follow it in 
all the steps of photo-decoration, you'll 
be surprised how many pictures will 
come to life, and how your rooms will 
improve. 

There is a corollary to the above rule. 


| Try cropping your pictures. It isn’t nec- 


essary to use everything in a negative or 
finished print just because it is there. 
If the print is your own, you can do the 
cropping in the darkroom while printing. 
If the picture is someone else’s work, 
don’t be afraid if you are dissatisfied with 
it—crop it! Cropping will do wonders 
for many pictures towards which you 
now have merely a lukewarm feeling. It 
will also rescue a few pictures which you 
have not dared to throw away because 
of sentiment, but which you feel you 
could do without for the sake of art. 
Some of the most charmingly presented 


| pictures are the results of just plain in- 


genuity and daring. Be revolutionary 
yourself! 

Another picture presentation idea is to 
build a double molding around the 
room and insert glass covered pictures 
between the two rows. Some homeown- 
ers have added the luxury of tubed light- 
ing to the molding. And, of course, the 
ideal setup would be a recess the size of 
the pictures, illuminated by hidden lights 
and built into the wall. You can also use 
an “in-and-out” hanging technique em- 
ployed by the Museum of Modern Art 
for their “Action Photography” show— 
where the photographs were not hung 
flat against the wall, but swung away 
from it. (See Picture No. 9.) Or you 
might make use of a narrow wall space 
as the Fritz Henles did. Between a 
closet and kitchen doors was a narrow 
wall space—ideal for a panel of favorite 
photographs, which they thumb-tacked, 
unmounted, onto the wall (see Picture 
No. 4). 

There are also those people who are 
not satisfied with fastening the already 
mounted photomural onto the wall, but 
who achieve the same effect by mounting 
the picture directly onto the wall, or by 
sensitizing the wall and printing directly. 
This last is the most expensive method, 
if someone else does the job for you— 
and is the most bothersome if you do it 
yourself since it entails washing the print 
for some minutes after it has been fixed. 
And most housewives do not take kindly 
to floods on the living room floor. 

Besides choosing the size and mounting 
of your picture with care and imagina- 
tion, be sure when you are hanging the 
finished job that you take into considera- 
tion the special lighting problems in- 
volved. This may sound like a need- 
less warning, but it is a humourous com-

they spend hours and sometimes days de- 
veloping special lighting effects for tak- 
ing the picture; yet after it is printed 
and really begins its life, the photograph 
is hung without any regard for lighting! 

Andreas Feininger has installed a spe- 
cicl spotlight which shoots light from the 
ceiling onto the most important part of 
his desert scene mural. (See Picture 
No. 2.) The light strikes the picture in 
such a way that an almost three-dimen- 
sional effect is created. There is another 
very special touch to this arrangement 
the dried cactus placed on the bookcase 
in front of the mural. Its design, blend- 
ing with that of the cacti in the picture, 
adds a pleasant and highly personalized 
touch to the scheme. 

As mentioned before, tubed lighting is 
good for a string of photos in molding. 
However, the display light which was 
once used in the library over the oil 
painting of Grandma is better discarded 
when applied to photos. It has neither 
the singleness and mobility of the spot 
nor the over-all diffusion of the tubed 
light. It throws light arbitrarily in one 
place and in that place alone. Its very 
appearance is ugly and spoils the effect of 
the most artistic and functional mount- 
ings. And the result of adding a display 
light to a distinctively presented picture 
is something like putting a cowcatch 
from an 1890’s train engine on the Santa 
Fe Chief. 

A floor lamp can be led into a double 
life. Without betraying its original func- 
tion of giving light to the bridge game, a 
properly placed lamp will also send 
streams of light to brighten and empha- 
size the photographs on the wall. 

One of the most natural questions of 
the photographer-turned-decorator to ask 
is: “What about color?” And the an- 
swer is: Color is almost here. The re- 
cent gigantic step forward made by Pa- 
velle in turning out low-cost prints of 
your favorite transparencies may augur 
the widespread use of color. The hoped- 
for future of Ansco Printon, Gasparcolor, 
the Eastman products, etc., may soon 
bring color enlargements to the darkroom 
pocketbook of the average amateur. 

But it isn’t really necessary to have a 
colored photograph to expand the beauty 
of your home photographically. Color is 
fine, but black and white photos serve 
the unique function of placing more 
emphasis on composition than the eye 
catches in color photos. Gray tones em- 
phasize the surrounding color and do not 
clash with wallpaper. The case for 
black-and-white is a strong one and even 
the millennium of the color photograph 
will not detract from it completely. Why, 
we haven’t even made full use of the 
black and white photos as yet. 

If you feel a definite need for color, the 
colored mat, frame, or mounting board 
will make up for loss of color due 
to black-and-white reproductions. And 
strong-lined photos do not need color to 
carry their message. Nor does the ex- 
ceptional contact print. There need be 
no bow to color from such excellent 
prints as those our master printmakers 
have turned out.

graphs. Your own best and favorite 
pictures can be dressed with proper re- 
production, mounting, framing, lighting, 
and hanging into real decorator’s items. 
Or you can borrow from a friend’s col- 
lection. Better still, you may be able to 
obtain prints from the picture agencies 
handling the work of the professionals. 
Some of the professionals may even be 
willing to sell to you directly. Many of 
the prints in the recent Edward Weston 
show at the Museum of Modern Art were 
bought by museum visitors. 

The ideal, of course, would be some 
easy manner of purchasing prints from 
all the great photographers of our day. 
When the serious amateur is able to 
make a collection for himself and people 
will say “What is that—a Stieglitz?” as 
they now say “What is that—a Matisse?” 
—then photography will have come into 
its own. 

It has been some 20,000 years since a 
Cro-Magnon man sketched the “Bellow- 
ing Bison” on the walls of a cave in 
northern Spain, and since that time man 
has been covering the walls of his dwell- 
ing place with pictorial impressions of 
the world in which he lives. Each step 
forward in civilization was adapted to 
making his home more functional and 
attractive. Photography has reached a 
stage where it should extend its function 
from one of recording and pleasing the 
eye in exhibitions and publications to one 
of adding beauty to the home. 

Such a step gives the photographer a 
chance to show his work to best ad- 
vantage. It gives the housewife a chance 
to experiment with something different. 
And it gives photography a push in the 
direction of becoming a real art of the 
people. 

The fundamentals of using pictures in 
the home are simple ones. Learn them, 
add a dash of imagination and a bit of 
elbow grease.

FUSED QUARTZ REPORT RELEASED 
A new German process for making fused 
quartz of precision optical quality is de- 
scribed in a report released by the Office 
of the Publication Board, Department of 
Commerce (PB-12637; photostat, $1; 
microfilm 50 cents). The report was 
made by Irvine C. Gardner for the Com- 
bined Intelligence Objectives Sub-com- 
mittee, based on information obtained 
from Dr. W. C. Hereaus, the manufac- 
turer who developed the process. 

The fused quartz was used in making 
one-piece optical squares, which were an 
essential part of the Type R40 four-meter 
rangefinder. It was made from standard 
Brazilian crystals, but instead of using 
the usual vacuum furnace process, special 
techniques of building up quartz rods and 
of welding these rods into integral blocks 
were developed. From _ these _ blocks, 
blanks of excellent optical quality could 
be cut. 

A general report on German optical 
production (PB-12636, priced as above) 
also was released. Orders for the reports 
should be accompanied by check or money 
order payable to the Treasurer of the 
United States.—

too often they bring a “so what” from the 
student. We had to dramatize so that 
response would be automatic. The series 
was produced to burlesque the rules and 
to appeal to common sense via the belly 
laugh. And it worked! Kid after kid 
said, “Holy cow! do I look like that?” 
And the worst offenders began to face 
this safety thing with just a little more 
respect. 

First I put it squarely up to the young- 
“Here’s our problem...” We 
hashed it over, planned it together. From 
there on it was a cooperative job. I did 
the directing and photographing along 
the same lines as a similar job would be 
handled in industry, and the boys and 
girls mugged and gagged through all of 
the shop rules. 

Using a 9x12 cm Maximar B camera 
with an f 4.5 Zeiss Tessar lens and a Say- 
mon Brown rangefinder and Kalart flash 
(including a special multiple rig that 4 
worked out), one No. 5 flashbulb was 
placed off and above the camera and an- 
other behind the actors to provide strong 
Oe eae Exposures were 1/100 sec- 
ond at f 16 on Eastman Super Panchro 
Press, Type B, film. 

Be for e each setup was photographed we 
discussed action, camera angle, and light- 
ing. In some cases lighting diagrams 
were put on the blackboard. As we shot, 
the students were shown how the actual 


sters. 


lighting followed the diagrams. And 
later, when the finished pictures were 
exhibited, the diagrams once again fur- 


nished material for comparison and dis- 
cussion. The models were boys and girls 
in the second term photography shop— 
some of whom had actually been repeat- 
ing these mistakes time and again. 

The camera was mounted on a tripod, 
the reflectors were placed in position, the 
actors went through their parts several 
times to get the spirit ...and _ then, 
flash! . . . we made the picture. 

So the series resulted in a double-edged 
weapon: first a propaganda campaign fill- 
ing a definite need; second, a cooperative 
venture in vocational instruction showing 
the way such a job would be conceived, 
planned, and executed in industry. From 
either angle it would have been worth all 
the effort. Together it reached a new 
high in teacher-student relationship. Lit- 
erally, we gagged our way to safety!—™ 


USE FOR OUTDATED PAPER 
Cutdated contact or enlarging paper can 
be used for making proofs of your nega- 
tives in the same manner that P.O-P. 
(printing-out-paper) is used. When a 
proof of any negative is wanted, put the 
negative and sheet of outdated paper in 
a printing frame or under a sheet of 
glass and expose it to the sun or bright 
daylight until the paper prints down to 
the proper degree of purplish brown.

The picture of the London newsboy 
helps to prove that even on foggy nights 
there is interesting photographic material 
for the night hawk. When you take fog 
pictures, though, remember this one 
point: provided a closeup subject is

chosen and it is possible to have some 
sort of backlight, the picture will appear 
three-dimensional and its pictorial value 
is thus enhanced. 

For run-of-the-mill night photography I 
have found that little, if any, special ap- 
paratus is needed. I use standard British 
press equipment which consists of a 9x12 
cm plate camera with a 6-inch f 3.5 Zeiss 
Tessar lens. Any standard camera with 
f 3.5 or f 4.5 lens should be suitable. The 
reason I suggest a lens of such speed is 
that it enables a short exposure to be 
given in cases where the subject will not 
remain motionless for several seconds. 

(I am not overlooking the fact that for 
night action photography, miniature cam- 
eras with extremely fast lenses are ideal. 
I have, however, steered away from men- 
tion of action shots in this discussion be- 
cause I believe that the majority of read- 
ers may be limited to the less expensive 
types of cameras which, nevertheless, are 
capable of producing all sorts of worth- 
while night studies.) 

A flashgun with extension is certainly 
a very useful accessory for the night 
photography enthusiast. The flashbu!b 
should almost always be fired well away 
from the camera in order to give tne 
photograph an improved sidelight effect 

. or it can well be used at times direct-

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ly behind the subject to give a silhouette 
effect—as seen again in the hansom cab 
photograph. More than one flashbulb can 
be used where special lighting effects are 
sought, but it is surprising how often ex- 
isting street lighting will suffice, and it is 
wise to make the most of this type of 
lighting. 

You can use any of the better known 
brands of film for night photography. 
Here in England we use glass plates for 
most of our work. 

Let me leave you with these parting re- 
minders: Be sure to use a rigid tripod. 
Never work without a lens hood. Save 
your filters for daytime photography. 
Avoil subjects where there is danger of 
vibration or movement. And keep in 
mind the value of reflections caused by 
rain-drenched surfaces. 

Now, come on, you nighthawks, let’s 
lose a bit of sleep, let’s forget the weather 

. and let’s see some striking black-as- 
night photographs.

Miss Ilse Stadler of Black Star, picture 
agency, gives the following sidelights on 
Reuben Saidman, staff photographer of 
Illustrated magazine of London: 


On the morning of February 4, a slight, 
dark-haired stranger walked into our of- 
fice and, with a resonant voice and de- 
cidedly British accent, announced him- 
self as Photographer Saidman from Lon- 
don’s Illustrated magazine, just arrived 
in New York on the first GI bride ship, 
the S. S. Argentina. Though extremely 
weary and having been under tension the 
entire night and morning of the day of 
landing (having waited anxiously for the 
first crack of dawn and the sight of the 
Statue of Liberty ... plus Customs dif- 
ficulties, and having all his cameras con- 
fiscated, and cutting red tape with the 
American Army and Red Cross officials) 
he immediately sat down and wrote cap- 
tions for his not-yet developed negatives 
covering his journey—the photographs 
had to meet a deadline for Life magazine, 
and duplicate prints had to be on a plane 
for London the next day for his own mag- 
azine. (He met the deadlines incidentally, 
and the story was published in Life and 
Illustrated in February of this year.) 

Little by little during his stay here, we 
learned to know Saidman’s admirable 
modesty and lack of desire for publicity. 
(In fact, he was quite amazed at my 
wishing to let readers of Popular Pho- 
tography know of him and his, to my 
mind, most interesting photographic ca- 
reer.) Many a time we would receive a 
series of photographs from our London 
office with an Illustrated credit line. At 
that time we didn’t know the photog- 
rapher who made them; we just admired 
the work and hoped sometime to meet 
thé photographer. Even when we later 
asked Saidman about them, he, with typi- 
cal British reserve, would not point out 
any particular features that were his. 
We just enumerated all the Illustrated 
articles we liked best, and they invariably 
turned out to be his. 

Reuben Saidman is one of five brothers, 
well known in specialized fields of pho- 
tography in England. Reuben is the pic- 
torial journalist, having been with Old-

sizes, printing them at the same time, al- 
though this difficulty can be overcome, as 
I frequently do, by enlarging the small 
negative to the size of the larger one. 

When the proper negatives were chosen 
and combined satisfactorily, they were 
placed in the enlarger and projected on 
the easel. Pencil outlines were then 
made of the salient portions of the pro- 
jected image of each negative for correct 
registration later. The negatives were 
then successively registered with their 
proper outline and printed on a single 
sheet of paper. For the sake of economy, 
I made test prints for each negative be- 
fore it was exposed on the montage print. 

For anyone attempting montages, prac- 
tice will save heartaches. Sometimes it 
is also a good idea to make a contact 
print of the superimposed negatives be- 
fore enlarging. The print will serve as 
a guide to the tonal relationships of the 
various parts of the negatives so they can 
be dodged properly. 

The dodging may give a little trouble 
at first but careful analysis of the nega- 
tives should eliminate much of it. Some 
negatives may be thin in places. Printing 
through them might darken an important 
part of another negative. To prevent this 
just keep hopping around, holding back 
those portions until the proper effects are 
achieved. The type of photomontage in 
which all parts of the negatives involved 
are intermingled (as distinct from the 
type in which each negative functions as 
an unobstructed entity), is exciting and 
peculiarly satisfying when it comes out 
right. There is a pictorial interplay of 
all elements of each negative composing a 
picture of startling and refreshing nov- 
elty. It is a truly original picture which 
has various esthetic implications, present- 
ing each negative not in a complete and 
final form but as part of a wholly new 
and arresting composition. 

If we proceed on the assumption that 
every photographer, no matter what his 
pretensions are, wants to make pictures, 
i. e. wants his pictures to express some- 
thing (and I have yet to meet one who 
doesn’t), then any photographic technique 
which communicates his idea is permis- 
sible. We're all agreed that the thing to 
do is to make pictures that express an 
idea. If we look at photomontage from 
this point of view, obviously no apologies 
for it are needed. It is expressive, and it 
does lend itself to the communication of 
ideas which, if sometimes abstract, are 
nevertheless valid.— 


HOMEMADE REFLECTOR 


Persons just getting interested in pho- 
tography might like to know the value of 
aluminum foil (such as is wrapped 
around flowers at times) as a surface for 
light reflectors. Simply smooth out the 
foil, glue it or tack it to a sheet of ply- 
wood or cardboard and use it to soften 
the shadows by reflecting light into them.

other expenses. He asked for more money. 
Wadhams refused, and Jimmy didn’t 
fight. 

Wandering through Los Angeles’ sub- 
urbs one day he chanced across a Holly- 
wood film troupe at work, struck up a 
conversation with a fellow named Len 
Powers. While lunching together later, 
Powers sagely advised him to give up 
shadow boxing and take up the shadow 
box. By this time Howe had seen a few 
of the human punching bags around fight 
circles and realized it would be more 
comfortable to see stars in a camera’s 
viewfinder than from the floor of a ring. 

In those days, the motion picture indus- 
try was open to almost anyone interested. 
Jimmy went to Paramount studios and 
asked for work in the camera department. 
He got it—sweeping out the camera room 
for $10 a week. 

One day Cecil B. DeMille called for an 
extra assistant cameraman. Jimmy was 
the only one around, so they sent him. 
Having picked up some of the camera- 
men’s lingo by this time, Jimmy sounded 
credible when questioned by DeMille. 
The great man immediately liked Jimmy 
and he went to work. He was with DeMille 
for one year as assistant, two as second 
assistant. (That’s a step up.) 

Meantime Jimmy bought a second-hand 
portrait camera and took pictures of any- 
one who would hold still. One day he 
persueded Mary Miles Minter to pose. 
On seeing the prints she was amazed to 
find that her eyes, which normally pho- 
tographed light grey, looked dark. In- 
trigued, she asked if he could do the 
same with a motion picture camera. 
Jimmy cockily assured her he could. A 
month later there was a very frightened 
Chinese boy on the Paramount lot when 
he received notice he was to head the 
camera crew on her next film. He took 
a chance, though, and has been going 
strong since. He accomplished the dark- 
eye trick by lighting Miss Minter from 
above, leaving shadows below the brows 
and around her face, rather than using 
the flat, overlighted method then popular. 
That trick revolutionized motion picture 
lighting. 

When photographing a picture, Jimmy 
concentrates largely on eyes because he 
finds them the most interesting feature 
in a face. 

Jimmy spends more time in front of the 
camera than he does behind it. Not as 
an actor—but in order to assure himself 
of the reality of a scene, he puts himself 
in the actor’s position to make sure that 
none of the action will be strained and 
look as though it were arranged for the 
convenience of the cameraman. This is 
where the crew comes in. There are 
many men standing around the camera 
at all times on a Hollywood set. At least 
five times someone came up to me and 
said, “Don’t think we’re not doing any- 
thing because you see us standing around 
here. Don’t forget that a picture costs $27 
a minute to make, and when we need to 
move heavy equipment around, we’ve got

needed, but when the shooting goes on 
from above, the camera has to be lifted 
up, and that’s quite a job. 

Of course Jimmy works very closely 
with the director. Very often Lewis Mile- 
stone was behind the camera, and com- 
plete understanding between director, ac- 
tors, cameraman and crew was evident. 

Jimmy doesn’t take a chance on the 
weather. He frequently uses auxiliary arc 
and incandescent lights outdoors, both for 
added light and to soften harsh shadows, 
and while I was there, eight reflectors, 
covered with tinfoil and mounted on ply- 
wood were in almost constant use. Al- 
though Howe is a great believer in real- 
ity, he knows that the effect of reality 
can sometimes be achieved more truly by 
artificial means. 

When the lighting has been arranged, 
the angle chosen, and the final take is 
ready, Jimmy steps from behind the cam- 
era, and the second cameraman does the 
actual shooting of the scene. 

It doesn’t seem to faze him at all that 
the shooting is not done in sequence. 
That is, one scene from the beginning of a 
movie may be shot immediately after one 
from the end or the middle, but Jimmy is 
so familiar with the script that he is able 
to keep the correct mood and synthesis 
of moods. 

James Wong Howe admires the Russian 
school of cinematography and work of 
such master directors as Eisenstein and 
Pudovkin. He believes that, although the 
French and Russian cinema industries 
have been poorly equipped technically, 
that they managed to build up a tre- 
mendous amount of individuality and vi- 
tality into their product. Howe also is a 
sincere admirer of the documentary pho- 
tographer, and mentions Joris Evens and 
Herb Kline as two of his favorites.

Inexpensive film clips for movie reels 
(either 8 mm or 16 mm) can be made 
from small squares cut from ordinary 
soft rubber erasers. Several blocks may 
be cut from one eraser—depending on its 
size, and the width of the reels you wish 
to use them on.

HAT is originality? I am afraid 

that too many have the conception 
of this faculty as best illustratedsby a 
story which was going the rounds at 
one of those times when the girls all 
started wearing the same queer kind of 
hat at the same time. Perhaps it was at 
the time of the “Where’s your horse?” 
style. Anyway, one girl said to her friend 
who had not yet fallen in line with the 
fad, “Gertie, why don’t you show your 
orginality and wear the same kind of hat 
all of the rest of the girls are wearing?” 

Too much of what passes for orginality 
in photography fits exactly into this story. 
I have heard the photographically equiv- 
alent question asked in the camera club 
in which I hold membership. 

Just what is originality? The usual 
thing to do after asking such a question 
is to seek the answer in the biggest dic- 
tionary available. Here is the result: 
Originality, state or quality of being 
original. That makes it necessary to look 
up Original, which is defined in several 
ways, but perhaps the definition most ap- 
plicable is: Having the power to produce 
new thoughts or combinations of 
thoughts; independent or creative in 
thought or action. 

This definition rather disagrees with 
the idea that in order to be original it is 


| merely necessary to fall in behind some- 


one who has done something different and 
imitate him. Generally speaking, there 
can be but one originator and one original 
creation, one only of That of which any- 
thing else is a copy or reproduction, to 
go to the dictionary again. 

If originality is not to be found in fol- 
lowing, it must be in leading, or at least 
in going your own way. There are many 
ways in which originality can be shown. 
To begin with, there are differences of 
degree. For para!!lel examples, take ad- 
vances in other fields. Electricity owes 
much to men like Edison and Steinmetz, 
who were responsible for big advances; 
but the aggregate of all the little im- 
provements made by thousands of un- 
knowns no doubt bulks still greater. Elec- 
tronics boasts big names like Marconi 
and DeForest, also countless laboratory 
workers and home experimenters who 
have made advances, the summation of 
which represent the greatest part of to- 
dey’s great radio and allied industries. 

In the type of photography which in- 
terests most of us—photography for fun 
and personal expression rather than pro- 
propaganda—several names stand 
out: Demachy, who did so much in the 
development and popularization of such 
control processes as gum bichromate, oil, 
bromoil and transfer; Stieglitz, who 
strove to emancipate photography from 
the other arts and set it up with a con- 
sciousness of its own; Man Ray, with a 
new viewpoint exemplified by photo-

grams and solarization; and Dr. Max 
Thorek, who did so much to explore the 
possibilities and demonstrate the capabili- 
ties of the paper negative process. 
There is a difference between the men 
listed for photography and the inven- 
tors in the other fields. Demachy did not 
invent gum bichromate or bromoil. The 
processes existed before he took them up. 
He made a big step forward in using the 
processes in pictorial photography, and 
in doing that he did something original.

Paper negatives and photograms go back 
to work done by Fox Talbot more than 
a century ago, and solarization was 
known at least as early as 1880. The 
originality came in adapting these pro- 
cesses to serve pictorial purposes. These 
men, while not inventing the processes 
they used so effectively, made outstand- 
ing advances in developing and demon- 
strating their capabilities. They widened 
the horizons of pictorial photography by 
beating back the limitations surrounding 
it and opening new territories for others 
to explore even further. 

These men displayed great originality, 
did creative things on a grand scale in 
making outstanding advances over previ- 
ous efforts. There are others in the same 
class; those mentioned are just exam- 
ples, but their numbers are few. After 
they have done their great work, the 
rest of us come in. Some of us are satis- 
fied to follow as best we can. Others are 
not quite content with that and want to 
do something more. 

For most of us, originality consists of 
little steps here and there in treatment, 
technique, or approach—which are smal! 
advances over anything done before. In- 
stead of advancing in the strides of the 
giants, we are just going along, but 
progressing nevertheless. Because such 
progress is inclined to be gradual, it 1s 
more difficult to distinguish, particularly 
for those in the midst of it. Just the

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same, I am going to try to point out some 
examples of progress of this type which 
are with us right now. 

First there is the tremendous improve- 
ment in the past few years in the technical 
quality of the prints one sees everywhere, 
particularly in those submitted to salons. 
This applies not so much to the ceiling 
level of the top quality prints, but more 
to the general level. No wonder salon 
juries have a right to take adequate 
technique for granted and concentrate on 
the idea or emotional content of the 
prints placed before them. The manu- 
facturers have made this high technical 
quality easier to achieve. I say “easier” 
rather than “possible” advisedly, because 
I can remember carbon prints by Keigh- 
ley and Job of many years ago which 
were ahead of the best chlorobromides of 
today, although the differences are grad- 
ually getting less. It is hard to name 
individual photographers who have con- 
tributed to this advance because there 
are so many whose fine technique has 
inspired to imitation, but perhaps Ansel 
Adams and Michael Roll are as near the 
forefront of this movement as any. 

There has been an increased apprecia- 
tion of the assistance that color gives in 
conveying the mood of a print. Good 
sepia and blue-black toning is now the 
rule. This, too, is not new, for in the 
days of the popularity of the carbon print 
a wide variety of colors was easily 
achieved. There has been a renaissance 
of good print toning since the ascendency 
of the chlorobromide print. It seems to 
me that gold toning to blue-black may 
owe something to Dr. Ruzicka; at least 
he was one of the pioneers. 

The paper negative process has under- 
gone some evolution in recent years. The 
tendency has been to get away from the 
broad, evidently manipulated effects with 
which Dr. Thorek popularized the proc- 
ess, and move toward more purely 
photographic results in which greater 
naturalism and closer rendition of detail 
is sought, without interfering with the 
flexibility with which tone values can be 
adjusted and corrected, emphasis placed, 
and unwanted hindrances removed. Per- 
haps some of Fassbender’s examples and 
teaching have helped this evolution, and 
much of Atwater’s work tends that way. 
Hereford was doing much the same with 
the bromoil process. 

Incidentally, when it comes to getting 
the ultimate in photographic quality, I 
have already mentioned the carbon print. 
That is a contact printing process, and in 
the old days the enlarged negatives were 
on glass, not paper. I have wondered if 
the tendency that I have discussed in 
connection with the paper negative 
process would someday lead to the use 
of one of the matte-backed commercial or 
non-color-sensitive portrait type films for 
even further refinement of the “paper 
negative” process. I now understand that 
this sort of technique is already making 
its appearance and that Shigeta’s and 
Doscher’s names are associated with this 
1ew development. 

After all this, it may appear that the 
way to achieve originality is to start by 
following. No doubt it is, but only to 
start. If we wish to show true originality,

at the same time, the following method is 

more practical: Lay the whole sheet of 
paper (emulsion side up) flat on top of 
the developer. 


spread the developer over the whole sur- 
face, fast but gently—fast to prevent un- 
even developing, and gently to prevent 
abrasion marks. After the first sheet is 
completely submerged, place the second 
sheet on top of it and submerge it in the 
'same way. Continue this until all the 
prints to be developed are in the tray. I 
repeat, this has to be done very fast. It 
requires practice to develop several prints 
alike at the same time without trouble, 
and I advise you to develop one at a time 
in the beginning and increase gradually 
| the number of prints to be developed. 

Do not put prints into the developer 
| with emulsion side down. Stains and 
| marks may result from air bubbles, un- 
even developing, rubbing against the bot- 
| tom of the tray, etc. After the print has 
| been put into the developer correctly, it 
must be agitated to insure even develop- 
ing of the print. This can be done sev- 
eral ways: One is to hold one edge (the 
very edge) of the print and push it back 
and forth under the developer both from 
north to south and east to west. Another 
method is to move one side of the tray up 
and down to keep the developer moving. 
This also has to be done in both direc- 
tions (north-south/east-west). I person- 
ally do not like this latter method be- 
cause it is easy to spill the developer this 
way. Whichever way you do it, make 
certain that the print is agitated during 
the whole developing time. 

When you develop several prints at a 
time, the agitation is somewhat different. 
Put the prints into the developer as de- 
scribed. Now take the bottom one (which 
has been in the tray for the longest time) 
by the very edge, pull it out, and place it 
back into the developer on top of the 
others. Immerse it immediately by push- 
ing one corner down and working the 
developer over the whole surface, start- 
ing from that corner. After it is com- 
pletely immersed, pull the next one from 
the bottom of the pile and repeat the op- 
eration; then the next one, 
until the developing time is up. The print 
first in the developer should leave the 
developer first.

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ing fast exhaustion of the short-stop. The 
developer is an alkali and it neutralizes 
the acid in the short-stop, shortening its 
life considerably. After the 10-15 seconds 
dripping time, put the print into the 
short-stop. Lay it on top of the liquid, 
push down one corner immediately, and 
then immerse the whole print starting 
from that corner. After the print is im- 
mersed, “wash” the surface with the 
short-stop to insure immediate, even ac- 
tion. By “washing” I mean move the 
short-stop rather vigorously above the 
print with your hand; you do not have to 
touch the print. This washing is very 
important, and if neglected, serious stains 
may result. The print should remain and 
be agitated in the short-stop for at least 
10 seconds. Make sure that the short-stop 
is kept in good working order. It should 
have a vinegar-like odor. When this dis- 
appears, replace it with fresh solution. 

From the short-stop the print is trans- 
ferred into the hypo or fixing bath. Im- 
merse it immediately and agitate it for 
the first 30 seconds. After that it is suffi- 
cient to move the print once in every 
minute for from 6 to 10 minutes, which is 
sufficient time for complete fixing in fresh 
hypo solution. The slow chlorobromides 
require less (6 min.) fixing time. The 
fast chlorobromide and bromide papers 
should be fixed longer (10 min.). ALWays 
USE FRESH HYPO SOLUTION. It is extremely 
important for the permanency of your 
prints. Do not “overfix” prints; too long 
fixing will bleach the prints and may 
cause spots. Lack of agitation in the 
hypo wil also cause spots. If there are 
several prints in the hypo, they have to 
be separated and agitated one by one and 
not together. 


After the print is in the hypo long 
enough, put it into the wash water. 


COMPLETE AND CORRECT WASHING IS ESSEN- 
TIAL as the permanency of prints will de- 
pend on it. Incompletely washed prints 
will turn color and fade sooner or later. 

The washing should be done in running 
water if possible. Prints must be washed 
for at least 1 hour in case of small single- 
weight prints, and for at least 2 hours for 
doubleweight and large prints. THE TIME 
OF WASHING STARTS WHEN THE LAST PRINT 
FROM THE HYPO IS PUT INTO THE WATER. 
This means that we cannot consider the 
prints being washed while adding prints 
from the hypo. Prints must be kept mov- 
ing and separated while being washed. 
The running water has to reach BOTH 
SIDES OF ALL PRINTS, otherwise washing 
will not be complete. After sufficient 
washing the prints can be dried. 

THE DEVELOPING TIME. When the print 
is put into the developer, the developing 
agents start to act. The picture starts to 
be visible after 10 to 25 seconds, depend- 
ing on the paper used and on the density 
of the print. Dark portions will be visi- 
ble first. The developing continues for 
several seconds, after which it slows down 
and practically stops. If this is so, what 
is the correct developing time? Let us 
see what happens during developing. 

The first part of the developing is done 
mostly- by the metol, which is a soft-de- 
veloping agent. This means if we develop 
for a short time only (35 to 50 seconds in

density (darkness), we will get a soft 
print with full highlight details, but the 
blacks will not be fully developed. In 
the case of such short development we 
will have to agitate the print very vigor- 
ously to prevent streaks and spots (short 
leveloping gives soft results). 

If development is continued, the metol 
starts to slow down its action and the 
action of the hydroquinone will dominate. 
The hydroquinone, as we mentioned pre- 
viously, is a contrasty developing agent. 
At about 90 seconds in the same devel- 
oper (D-72, 1:2 at 68° F.), a balance of 
the two developing agents will be reached 
if the exposure was right. Highlights 
will have good details and the blacks will 
be rich. The developing time sufficient to 
reach this balance is the normal develop- 
ing time. For Kodak D-72 diluted 1:2 at 
68° F., the normal developing time is 
about 90 seconds (normal developing 
gives normal results). 

Let us see what happens if developing 
continues. The effect of the hydroqui- 
none will dominate more and more, re- 
sulting in the stronger developing of the 
lark parts of the print, which will build 
up contrast (long developing gives harder 
results). There will be a time limit, 
though, after which the prolonged devel- 
yping will cause chemical fog (the de- 


veloper will develop unexposed parts of , 


the emulsion, thus fogging or graying the 
highlights). Using D-72 diluted 1:2 at 
68° F., this fogging effect may start to 
take place in 2 to 4 minutes, depending 
on the paper used. 


The normal developing time always has | 
to be decided by the worker himself to | 
suit his particular conditions. For in- | 
stance, the above mentioned 90 seconds | 


normal developing time for Kodak D-72 


leveloper diluted 1:2 at 68° F. is only an | 


iverage. I know excellent printers who 
use two minutes as normal developing 
time and others who develop for less than 
90 seconds. My advice is to start with 90 
seconds using the above mentioned de- 
veloper at the given dilution and tem- 
perature. If the result is a little softer 
than you like it, increase the time; or if 
the results are little harder, decrease it. 
But once you have arrived to a devel- 
yping time which you find satisfactory, 
STICK TO IT. If you don’t, you won’t be 
ible to get consistent results. 


It was mentioned before that while | 


prolonged developing produces harder, 
more contrasty prints, it also may bring 
ym chemical fog. However, there is a 
powerful chemical fog-preventing agent 
which, if used with knowledge of its 
characteristics, will prevent chemical fog 
and will enable us to take advantage of 
the contrast-building action of prolonged 
leveloping. This agent is potassium bro- 
mide; it is already in the developer in 
mall quantity. Addition of potassium 
romide will do the following: 

1. Slow down developing. In order to 
get a print of the same density during the 
ame developing time, expose more when 
1dding bromide to the developer. 

2. We can increase developing time 
onsiderably without the danger of chem- 
ical fog after the addition of bromide. 

3. Excess amount of additional bromide

ing the blacks into a brownish tone and 
decreasing contrast. 

What is the correct amount of potas- 
sium bromide to add? First make a 
10% solution by dissolving 1 ounce of po- 
tassium bromide crystals in 8 ounces of 
water. When dissolved, add water to 
make 10 ounces. Keep this solution handy 
in your darkroom. For use add 1 ounce 
of this 10% solution to every quart of 
working solution. If this is not enough 
add another ounce to get the desired re- 
sult (freedom from fog). Do not exceed 
2 ounces per quart unless a warmer tone 
is desired, which will be the result of the 
addition of excess amount of bromide. 

Use additional bromide only when nec- 
essary, that is, if you want to prolong 
the developing time or if you have old 
paper which tends to show chemical fog. 
Addition of potassium bromide will not 
remove light fog caused by paper ex- 
posed to light, light leaks in your dark- 
room, or a defective or improper safe- 
light. 

Let us summarize now the results we 
can get by changing the developing time: 

First, for everyday work standardize 
the developing time. In case you want to 
get softer prints than what you could get 
using your standard developing time, de- 
velop for a shorter time. When decreas- 
ing the developing time (which will re- 
quire longer 
density), you can get considerably softer 
prints, sometimes as much as you would 
get on two grades softer paper. The short 
developing time also will produce warmer 
tone prints than the normal developing. 
Vigorous agitation is essential with short 
developing. 
you want harder 
you get with normal developing, 
the developing time (this is 
when you add additional bromide). The 
increased developing time will produce 
harder prints, but the increase in con- 
trast is not too great. With most papers 
it is not equal to one grade harder paper. 
Some papers respond better to this treat- 
ment than others. Warninc: The best 
prints are obtained when fully exposed 
and developed for the standard develop- 
ing time. Change it oNLy if you cannot 
get the desired result otherwise. An ex- 
pert usually will detect “pulled” (short 
development) or “forced” (long devel- 
opment) prints. 

Another powerful fog-preventing agent, 
which is not yet so widely used, is ben- 
zotriazole sold under the trade names 
Kodak Anti-Fog No. 1 and Orthazite 
(Edwal). Make a 0.2% solution and add 
1 ounce to every quart of developer. If 
this does not help, keep adding 1 ounce 
until you get the desired effect. If 4 
ounces per quart are not enough, adding 
of more would not be practical. The 
benzotriazole is used instead of additional 
bromide and not with it.

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also changes the characteristics of the de- 
veloper (makes it softer). Straight devel- 
oper may be too fast for average use and 
also too strong, bringing on chemical fog 
sooner than the diluted solution. But the 
knowledge of just what diluted or con- 
centrated developer will do is necessary 
to decide what dilution to use. Just as 
we need a standard developing time for 
average use, we also need a standard di- 
lution to work with. In case of Kodak 
D-72, a 1:2 dilution (one part of stock so- 
lution to two parts of water) is the best to 
standardize on. With other developers 
use the recommendation of the makers. 

Using 1:2 developer the results may 
not be satisfactory. If the print is some- 
what flat, we can increase contrast by 
using a stronger developer—1:1 (one part 
stock solution to one part of water) or 
straight stock solution. The more con- 
centrated developer will act more vigor- 
ously and it may increase contrast notice- 
ably. When using strong solutions (1:1 
or straight) we will have to: . 

1. Add bromide solution (1 ounce to 
every quart, or a little more if necessary) 
to counteract the fogging tendency of the 
concentrated developer. 

2. Decrease developing time. If the 
normal developing time with 1:2 dilu- 
tion was 90 seconds, with 1:1 it will be 
about 75 seconds, and with straight stock 
solution the developing time will be 
about 65 seconds. 

These two latter figures (75 seconds 
for 1:1 and 65 for straight solution) are 
actually higher than they should be to 
keep in proportion with the 1:2 dilution, 
but when using concentrated solution, 
we want to increase the contrast anyway 
(what the prolonged developing time will 
do). We also will have to decrease ex- 
posure when using concentrated devel- 
oper. 

In order to decrease contrast, we can 
lilute the developer. There is no limit 
in dilution—1:3, 1:4, and so on up to 1:15 


is not rare, although the extremely di- | 


luted developer is used mostly for special 
purposes. The effect with a weaker de- 
veloper is mostly the loss of rich blacks. 
The weaker the solution the less it will 
be able to build up strong blacks in the 
print, hence its softening effect. To get 
the highlight details with weak solution, 
exposure must be increased considerably. 
The weaker the solution the flatter and 
softer the print will be. Further dilution 
f the developer also will increase the 
leveloping time. For 1:4 dilution about 
wo minutes is “normal.” The developing 
time with very diluted developer depends 
oy the results desired and it may vary 
onsiderably. 

Manipulating both developing time and 
trength of solution, a little practice will 
enable us to get just the result desired 
in our prints. There is one thing to be 
remembered: Changing contrast through 
change in dilution and developing time 
lso changes the tonal quality of the print 
n most cases. Going harder the tone will 
e somewhat colder; going softer it will 

» somewhat warmer than when using 
1e standard “normal” dilution and de- 
eloping time.

per? The question is well put, and my 
answer is: Do vUsE one grade softer or 
harder paper if possible. Developing con- 
trol will come in handy when you do not 
have the right grade of paper; or when 
No. 1 paper is too hard or No. 4 paper too 
soft for a negative; or when using the 
slow chlorobromides, which come only in 
normal grade. Another use for it is when 
you want to obtain warmer or colder 
tones. The knowledge of developing con- 
trol is essential for anyone who expects 
to become an efficient printer. 

EMERGENCY MEASURE. After a print has 
been exposed and developed normally it 
should be perfect. But with certain neg- 
atives (as a matter of fact, with a great 
many of them) it is not so. Overall ex- 
posure and developing may be satisfac- 
tory, but the prints may be lighter or 
darker in parts than wanted. The usual 
procedure is to discard that print and 
make a new one, holding back the darker 
parts during exposure or giving extra 
time (burning in) the lighter parts. But 
this will not bring back the sheet of pa- 
per already discarded. A great percentage 
of the enlarging paper discarded this way 
could be saved. The method to be de- 
scribed has proved helpful, but is used 
only to save prints which otherwise 
would be discarded. You should not de- 
pend on it when printing, and should do 
everything during exposure to enable 
you to develop prints normally. (With 
this remark I just want to quiet my con- 
science, because I know that you will use 
this method quite extensively, as every- 
body does after being taught how to do 
it. But please, do not go into extremes. 
Let it be an “emergency measure.”) 

It is common practice among printers, 
when they see during developing that 
certain parts of the print were underex- 
posed, to rub that part frantically to 
bring it up. This procedure has several 
| while tring The most serious is that 
while trying to force up that particular 
part of the print, other parts will be over- 
| Bart ofthe The second disadvantage is 
that if done too long, it may cause streaks 
because the print is lifted out of the de- 
veloper and cannot be agitated properly. 

The method described here works like 
magic. First look at the four prints in 
Figure 6. Prints A and C were printed 
and developed straight; B and D were 
printed exactly the same way, but were 
developed by the “emergency” method. 
Between the short-stop and hypo trays 
was placed an empty tray of the same 
size. A glass filled with concentrated de- 
veloper was provided. The prints were 
developed until it was noticed that cer- 
tain parts were getting too dark while 
other parts did not reach the desired 
density. They were then put into the 
short-stop for 15 seconds. This stopped 
the action of the developer. Next they 
were removed and held in one hand 
above the empty tray (to catch the drip- 
pings). The other hand was dipped into 
the glass of stronger developer and the 
parts to be developed further were 
rubbed gently with two fingers or the 
whole palm, depending on the size of the 
area to be developed. The other palm, on 
which the whole prints rested, was placed 
under the part being worked on to warm

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it and so speed up the action of the de- 
veloper. 

To prevent spots and streaks when us- 
ing this method, observe these rules: 

1. Do not continue the rubbing with 
developer too long. After 20-25 seconds, 
put the print back into the short-stop, 
“wash” it, lift it out, and continue local 
developing for another 20-25 seconds. Re- 
peat this until that part is dark enough. 

2. If there is more than one part to be 
darkened, work on one only and develop 
it to the desired density. Put it back 
into the short-stop for 15 seconds, take 
it out, and then start to work on the 





next part. Continue this procedure un- | 


til the print has reached the desired over- 
all density. 

3. Dip the finger thto the glass of de- 
veloper about every 10 seconds to pick 
up fresh developer to work with. Have 
enough on the part being worked on, but 
try to prevent its running down onto un- 
wanted parts. Figure 7 shows how to 
hold the print during this process. 

While it is the best to work with the 
hands in making prints (keeping them 
clean and dry when handling paper), 
some people are allergic to chemicals in 
the developer. This shows in rashes, 
itchiness, and redness. These symptoms 
disappear by themselves in most cases 
when there has been no exposure of the 


skin to the developer for some time. Al- | 


lergic persons should wear rubber gloves 
(for comfort: larger size than needed 
with plenty of fresh talcum powder in 
them). I cannot advise the use of print 
tongs as they do not permit proper 
handling (especially with larger sizes); 
also they may leave abrasion marks on 
the prints. Rubber gloves should be 
used by persons for whom stains on the 
hands are objectionable. However, stains 
are not likely to form if the hands are 
dipped into the short-stop and hypo to 
neutralize the developer on them. 

The formulas mentioned in this article 
are so common and easily available that 
they have not been included. Literature 
provided by the manufacturer of the 
paper you are using will supply the in- 
formation.—

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FILM HANGERS 


A foolproof holder for film hangers, to be 
used when unloading sheet film to be 
developed, can be built from scrap lum- 
ber.

Secure it 
with a washer and nut. If you need a 
brighter reflecting surface, affix tin foil 
that has been crumpled and smoothed 
out again to one side of the mounting 
board—thus, you'll have one side for 
moderate reflecting power, the other for 
stronger reflections.

What's Wrong 
with this Pieture? 


(Number Five in a Series) 


By CHARLES YERKOW 








After a good deal of time spent out- 
doors getting his pictures and in the 
darkroom processing them, this photog- 
rapher is about to trim off the edges of 
several “prize winners.” However, it may 
likely happen that he’ll soon become very 
angry—can you tell what the reason for 
his probable anger might be? 

* * * 

This photographer is so absorbed in 
one detail that he has lost sight of an- 
other important detail; in this case— 
while he is admiring his pictures and 
visualizing them in an art salon—the 
blade of the trimmer easily can drop 
down and trim just a wee bit too much 
off that “prize winner” that shouldn’t 
have been left where you see it now. 

Of course, neither should the blade 
have been left at that half-cocked angle. 
Exercise precautions or you'll spend an- 
other hour in the darkroom making an- 
other enlargement. And also consider that 
the blade, whenever left in such a half- 
cocked position, can trim off a wee bit 
from your finger, too. 

The blade should be pushed all the way 
back out of danger, or else should be 
brought all the way down on the trim- 


mer.—™

view. A bookbinder can put prints to- 
gether in these books but they cost two 
or three dollars apiece, even when the 
photographer mounts his own prints and 
supplies his own covers. 

During the war plastics “combs” were 
to be had only on priority. They are made 
by Plastic Binding Corp., of Chicago, 
which sells them to licensed bookbinders 
in practically all cities of amy size. If 
these are not procurable locally, they may 
be purchased from Edward F. Gruver Co., 
1211 Pennsylvania Ave., N.W., Washing- 
ton, D.C., for 25 cents a foot. 

You can bind your 8x10 prints on the 
eight inch side or on the longer dimen- 
sion, whichever way you want the “book” 
to open. Figure out first how many inches 
of comb you'll need and buy accordingly. 
It is easy to cut to any length with a 
knife. The size three-quarter inch in di- 
ameter is the best to use. 

Prints can be either on single or dou- 
ble-weight paper. They lie a little flatter 
when on the latter but you can get more 
in your book if they are on the thinner 
paper. Before you mount any prints back 
to back, settle this question in your mind 

do you want all horizontals or all ver- 
ticals in this book? If you mix them up, 
your viewer will be annoyed somewhat 

having to turn the volume sidewise 
to look at verticals. A better plan is to 
put all horizontals in one book and verti- 
cals in another. Then they can be viewed 
vith a minimum of switching. 

If they are to be horizontals with the 
comb on the eight-inch dimension, it is 

simple matter to mount them back to 
back with a warm iron and dry-mount 

issue. Take care to see that the tips of 
prints match each other so that one 
on't turn out to be upside down when 
ou turn a page. If they are verticals 
ey have to be mounted that way. That 
is, the top of one is dry-mounted to the 
bottom of the picture backing it. Then 
once the book is positioned in the hands 
for viewing, no twisting around is neces- 
ry to see prints right side up. 

When the prints are mounted, the next 
tep is to cut holes for the plastics comb 
binder. Bookbinders have big punching 
machines that cut all the holes at once. 
But the photographer who wants to make 
his own albums can cut them individu- 
ally. Punches to cut the holes can be pur- 
chased through a stationer, or directly 
irom a company like Hoggson & Pettis 
Mfg. Co., New Haven, Conn., which man- 
factures a special punch which was last 
staid at $5. They cut a hole %”x%40”, 

lich is the size required for the combs. 

Each tooth in the comb is one-half inch 
art, so holes must be cut exactly. that 

apart, from center to center. Use a 
ler and put a pencil dot every half inch 

mg the edge of the mounted print 
hich is to take the comb. (See illus- 
trations). This also can be done by put- 
ting a comb alongside the print edge and 
putting a dot opposite the middle of each 
tooth, about a quarter inch from the edge. 
The 8x10 print punched on its shorter

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side will have 15 holes for comb teeth. 

The purpose of the dot is to center the 
hole. Put the punch over the print and 
center the dot right in the middle of the 
cutting space and punch out the hole. 
Keep on going till you get all 15 holes 
cut, taking care to see they are half an 
inch from center to center and properly 
lined up. 

The next step is to put the prints on 
the comb. This is a simple operation in 
which you take each tooth individually 
and insert it in the hole. A nice thing 
about this method of binding big prints 
is that a few can be put on the comb and 
more added whenever a few more pic- 
tures accumulate. 

You will find that all your 8x10s or 
5x7s are not exactly the same size when 
they are on the comb. They can be 
trimmed to match with a pair of scissors 
or if a fancier job is wanted, a printer can 
do it on his machine paper cutter. With 
the scissors, true up the edges of the 
prints so they are not too uneven. Cut 
off any protruding dry-mount tissue. 

You may want to have a celluloid cover 
for the book. A medium-weight celluloid 
can be purchased and punched the same 
as the prints. It must not be too thick or 
the punch will not cut it. This cover 
adds a little more class to the “publica- 
tion” and protects top prints from mar- 
ring, but will show scratches itself before 
long, however. Instead of this, the top 
print on the book and the back one can 
be lacquered to protect them. 

Here is an idea that can be used with 
5x7 prints. Instead of wasting that inch 
of paper from your 5x8 enlarging paper, 
(if you start by cutting 8x10 sheets): use 
the extra length for a half-inch or so mar- 
gin at one end. Then punch your holes 
in this blank area instead of cutting into 
the picture area. This will take a little 
planning. The blank areas must come at 
alternate ends of the picture so that, 
when back-to-back, they both will be 
blank at the same end. 

Instead of heterogeneous prints, you 
might like to make one book all on one 
idea—a vacation trip perhaps. For in- 
stance, I have bound volumes containing 
identical scenes photographed on black- 
and-white and infrared film, for com- 
parison. These were mounted so that 
comparative prints faced each other. An- 
other book shows bald-headed skies and 
facing them, prints with clouds printed 
on those shots from other negatives, to 
illustrate the value of double printing. 

A more ambitious job was a Canadian 
Rockies vacation travelogue on 11x14 pa- 
per. Pictures sometimes filled the whole 
sheet. Others were half page and three 
or four to the page, with white margins 
separating them, made by masking in the 
printing. In between the pictures, which 
are in chronological order, were inter- 
leaved sheets of good quality paper on 
which a running narrative of the trip was 
typed on.a special long-carriage machine, 
describing things shown in accompanying 
pictures. 

If a celluloid cover is used, a title can 
be lettered in reverse on the inside, per- 
haps in some bright showcard colors, and 
lacquered over for permanence. Toning 
some of the prints sepia and blue helps

AID FOR RAGGED TRIM JOB

SIMPLE SOLUTION PREPARATION 


The preparation of stock solutions of de- 
veloper and hypo in the stock bottles 
themselves is a good means of facilitating 
what is usually a rather slow and slightly 
messy operation. The stock bottle is filled 
with the required amount of water at the 
proper temperature and the bottle is then 
agitated to provide a violent swirling of 
the water. While the water is in motion, 
a funnel is inserted in the neck of the 
bettle, care being taken to keep the fun- 
nel dry, and the dry chemicals added 
through the funnel. It may be necessary 


to reagitate several times during the op- 
eration, but it will be found that the use 
of this method will result in time saved.—
